Kawasaki announces 1986 
contingency program 


LONG BEACH, CA, DEC. 16 

Kawasaki Motors Corp., U.S.A. will post more than $1.3 million in 
contingency awards for 1986, an increase of 28% over its 1985 
program, the company has announced. The program will cover 
Kawasaki privateers competing in drag racing, ATV racing, moto- 
cross and professional and club-level road racing. Motocross will 
receive the most emphasis for 1986 with more than $960,000 for 
the year. In supercross, Kawasaki will pay back to 20th place in the 
250cc class and back to 10th in the 125cc Pro-Am class. In the 
250/500cc National Outdoor motocrosses, the company will pay 
back to 20th place and back to fifth in the 125cc class. 

First place at a 250cc Supercross round will pay $5000, second 
place will get $4000 and third will receive $3000. The 20th placed 
rider will receive $200 for a total payout of $23,250 per event. In the 
outdoor 250/500cc motocrosses, first place will pay $2500 and 
drop down to $30 for 20th. 

A win in an AMA Superbike road race will earn the rider $5000. 
Second place will receive $2500 and a third place finish is worth 
$1000 for a total of $8500 per event. At the club level, AAMRR road 
races will get $600 per event with the winner receiving $150. ARRA 
winners will also get $150 for a total payout of $1200 per event. 
WERA winners at the Grand National Final will receive $400 for a 
win for a total payout of $9600. AFM winners in both the northern 
California and southern California chapters will win $150 per race 
for a total payout of $20,250. 

A Pro win at an IDBA drag race in Top Fuel will pay $750 while all 
Sportsman classes will pay $250 for each winner. The NHRA will 
receive $2500 for a win in the Pro Stock class at each of the five 
events. There will be $1000 in contingencies for each class at the

told the press on December 16. 
"Unfortunately, the two-strokes 
competing in United States For- 
mula One racing are outdated com- 
pared to what is used by importer 
teams and even private riders in —

talent in America seems to be 
centered around Superbike racing. 
That, plus a new worldwide inter- 
est in the class, has influenced out 
decision.” 


“I haven't signed my contract to ride 
for Kenny Roberts' (road race) GP 
team yet," said Mike Baldwin, “but 
there aren't any problems. I've been 
busy and so has he. I' m going to talk 
with him about the program in the 
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next few days. I want to race the GPs 
and that's what Kenny’s offer is for.” 
On the rumors he might also be look- 
ing into a program with MacLean 
Racing’s Bob MacLean, Baldwin said, 
“If there were some major change in 
the Roberts program which left me 
looking for a ride,then Bob MacLean 
would be the first person I would 
call."

The brawn boys 


Big, beefy single-cylinder four-strokes ruled 
the roost when the first international moto- 
cross championship — the European — got 
underway in 1952. That year, Belgian Victor 











Leloup, riding a Belgian-built 
FN, was the worthy winner. 
The only rider to score in all 
six rounds, his tally included 


three wins. 

His machine, like the majority 
used in the early days, was powered 
by an engine first developed for road 
racing. Designed in pre-war days, the 
FN was modified in the 1940s and 
early 1950s when motocross enjoyed 
a tremendous boom in Europe and 
especially in Belgium. 

Very advanced, considering that 
the basic design dated from the mid- 
1930s, the FN boasted unit construc- 
tion of engine and gearbox and chain- 
driven, single-overhead-camshaft 
valve operation. Another Belgian, 
the giant Auguste Mingels, took the 
title in 1953, scoring most of his 
points on a pushrod Matchless before 
switching to FN towards the end of 
the season. 

Mingels retained the title riding an 


FN in 1954 before the first Britain to | 


win the crown, little Johnny Draper, 

'did the trick in 1955. Draper rode a 
.BSA Gold Star — another big single 
developed originally for track and 
road racing. 

Norton, then the most famous name 
in road racing, took over in 1956 
when Les Archer became the last man 
to win the European title (the name 
was changed to World Champion- 
ship in 1957 though it was to be a 
long, long time until a round was 
staged outside Europe). 

Big Les used a slightly modified, 
single-knocker Manx engine in a 
Featherbed frame and needed all his 
considerable strength to control his 
340-pound monster — the engine 
developing around 45-46 bhp. 

Yet another famous road racing 
engine took over in 1957 when little 
Bill Nilsson used an enlarged AJS 7R 
unit to power his Crescent to victory 
— the capacity enlarged from 350cc 
to around 400cc. The great Rene 
Baeten (FN) won for Belgium in 
1958, but unfortunately the Belgian

factory was not doing well and pulled 
out of motocross the next year. Baeten 
later lost his life following a racing 
accident — one of very few motocross 
riders to be fatally injured. 

Swedish riders on Swedish-built 
machines took over in 1959 and domi- 
nated the championship for five years. 
The secret of their success lay in cut- 
ung the weight of their machines 
from around the 350-pound mark to 
under 300 by the usc of lighter metals 
— magnesium and titanium. 

Sten. Lundin won in 1959 on a 
Monark; Nilson, who had switched 
to a Husqvarna, took over in 1960 
and Lundin, by that time on a Lito, 
was successful again in 1961. Rolf 
Tibblin then came on the scene — 
winning for Husqvarna in 1962 and 
agam in 1963. All these machines 
were powered by single-cylinder four- 
stroke engines specially built for mo- 
tocross. 

The last of four-stroke domination 
came in 1964 and 1965 when Eng- 
land’s Jeff Smith, riding works BSAs, 
won the title. His machines were 
ultra-light for the day — pale shad- 
ows of the marvelous Gold Stars 
raced by Draper a decade earlier. 

The first two-stroke to succeed in 
the big class was the Czech-built CZ 
— iniually with a capacity of 360cc, 
which later grew to 400cc as competi- 
tion increased. Riding the works CZs, 
East German Paul Friedrichs became 
the first rider ever to win the crown 
three years in succession — 1966 to 
1968. 


Bengt Aberg put Sweden back on 
the map by taking the title in 1969 
and again in 1970. His mount: was 
another single-cylinder two-stroke — 
a Husqvarna developed by the Swed- 
ish factory from their successful 250cc 
motocrosser. 

The Japanese challenge triumphed 
in 1971 when Roger DeCoster won 
the title for Suzuki — the first Bel- 
gian to succeed since Baeten in 1958. 
DeCoster went on to dominate the 
scene, first equalling Friedrichs’ three 
wins in a row and then, after a slight 
interruption when Finland's Heikki 
Mikkola (Husqvarna) won in 1974, 
winning the title twice more to set the 
record at five. 

Mikkola switched to Yamaha and 
won in 1977 and again 1n 1978 before 
Graham Noyce put England back on 
the map in 1979 — the first time that 
Honda had taken the crown. Andre 
Malherbe of Belgium gave Honda 
further wins in 1980 and 1981 before 
tempermental American Brad Lackey 
succeeded for Suzuki in 1982. 

The Japanese were taking it in 
turns; Hakan Carlqvist won for 
Yamaha in 1983 before Malherbe 
(Honda) regained the title in 1984 — 
only to be beaten in this year’s cliff- 
hanger by England's Dave Thorpe. 

A study of the statistics shows that 
over the years Belgian riders have 
been the most successful, winning 
the title 12 times — three more than 
nearest rival Sweden with Great Bri- 
tain down in third place with only 
SIX successes. 
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Sten Lundin in full flight on his Swedish Monark on which he won the title 


in 1959. 
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Belgian Roger DeCoster, the only man to win the title five times, in action 





on a works 500cc Suzuki. 





Regarding machinery, it 1s inter- 
esting to note that the winners of the 
first 14 championships rode four- 
strokes, but that two-strokes have tri- 
umphed for the last 20 years in suc- 
cession — and all 34 championship- 
winning machines have been single- 
cylinder. 


Finally, it’s worth noting how spe- 
cialized competition motorcycles are 
— just imagine borrowing one of 
today's 300cc road racing engines and 
slotting it into a homebuilt frame to 
create a championship-winning mo- 
tocross machine as Les Archer and 
Bill Nilsson did in the early days! e 
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for one man who through the Second: 
World War did little but think of pos- 
sible modifications on this same 
engine and after his release from a 
Russian prisoner of war camp picked 
up a bicycle and pedalled his way to 
the NSU factory site and started dig- 
ging in the bombed out ruins. 


We'll take it from the beginning. 

In the 1930s Moto Guzzi. BMW 
and Husqvarna proved that a twin- 
cylinder engine with a given capacity 
produced more power than a single. 
The only factories not to cherish the 
idea were the English and NSU had 
more or less brought Walter Moore 
from England and Moore was work- 
ing after the English recipe. He had, 
before he came to NSU, constructed 
the Norton CSI, the forerunner of the 
Manx, and the similarity between the 
NSU singles and the Nortons is more 
than apparent. He finally saw the 
writing on the wall and the sketch on 
the pack of cigarettes was the first 
step on the way to find the missing 
horsepower. It didn't quite turn out 
the way he figured. 


In August of 1938 the new machine 
made its debut at the German GP on 
Sachsenring. It was hot and the new 
machine turned out to be heavy, very 
‘li heavy, about 440 pounds. Heiner 

n" QM Fleischmann did not finish due to a 

| UB broken bolt in the front forks. This 
was a 350cc machine and the factory's 
press release gave the horsepower 
figure of 45, which was only partially 
true as the compressor used up about 
nine of those. A raging success it 
wasn't. 

In the next outing Fleischmann 
upped the lap record by about 10 
mph and won the race which was 
held at Hockenheim. Unfortunately, 
NSU decided they had a good thing 
going and did not modify the-ma- 
chines for the next season, apart from 
fitting them with larger tanks, due to 
the enormous thirst of the heavy 
monsters. They also hired four riders 
for a complete team: Englishman 
John White, and Germans Otto 
Ruhrschneck, Karl Bodmer and Wil- 
helm Herz. In the first race of the 
season White was fourth and the oth- 
E ers broke. The best result that year 
me was a third for White in Hamburg 
and then the war came. 

Several explanations were pre- 
sented for the failure to produce good 
| results that year, but today it is pain- 
—M | . fully clear that the fault was with the 
| compressor, bought from England 

on Moore's insistent explanations 
that “only the English have built 
proper compressor units." That the 
engine itself lacked power was never 
discussed. 

In the period between 1939 and 
1945 two things happened. Man is 
never so clever as when he tries to 
destroy himself. War drives technical 
progress forward at a rate which 
would be impossible in peacetime. 
Germany's dream about a world 
imperium reached all fronts and the 
technical institutes did not only work 
with rockets and other forms of des- 
tructive weapons systems. From 
March 1940 till June 1941 Die Tech- 
nische Hochschule in Stuttgart used? 
that particular racing engine from 
NSU to develop supercharging. They 

- found that the output was less than 
impressive, 37 hp, and started look- 
ing for the missing ones. They found 
them! New inlets and a new load- 
chamber gave five hp. Cooling fins 
on the compressor and inlet tracts 
and a new shape of the heads finally 
pushed the output to an astounding 
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The NSU factory as it looked in 1946. Underneath all that there was a supercharged racer to be found. 
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Schorsch Meier (BMW) and Heiner Fleischmann (NSU) dueling at Hockenheim, shortly before the accident that 
cost several spectators their lives. 





Wilhelm Herz and NSU: 


From ruins 
to records

all capacity was put into the war 
effort. The papers were forgotten, the 
engine was sent back. 

During this time ex-racer Wilhelm 
Herz sat in a truck in Russia and 


thought about racing and wondered 


about the missing horsepower. In 
one of those coincidences that change 
the course of history he met one of the 
two technicians on leave, who had 
worked on the supercharger in Stutt- 
gart. They exchanged information 
and Herz went back to his truck. The 
war went on and in 1946 he was 
released from prison camp. 

Europe lay in ruins. Theeconomy 
was built on exchange systems and 





Wilhelm's father, who was a carpen- 
ter, could also support the returning 
son. Wilhelm was probably a good 
son but at the first opportunity he lay 
down his hammer and went on bicy- 
cle to his friend and mechanic Otto 
Mack. He thought he knew how to get 
more power out of the engine, but 
was there an engine to find? 

Mack shook his head, brushed off 
the cigar ashes and told him that the 
NSU factory lay in ruins. The workers 
had begun to come back and clean up 
the area but basically it was all ruins. 

None of the two could know that 
two engines had been sent to the 
Indian factory in the U.S.A. for “stu- 





dies.” Part of the war booty. Inciden- 
tally, those engines have never been 
found. 

Dejected, he went back home, 
thought it over for a few days, and 
then pedalled the 60 miles to the fac- 
tory. Mack had been right; he found 
only ruins. He went back several 
umes after that and made a plan of 
the factory and staked out the site of 
the former race department. One day, 
in the summer of 1946, a door was 
found to a cellar. In the water-filled 
cellar one of the old racers was found, 
rusty and covered with slime. There 
were also parts for a new super- 
charger, made from the experiences 
of experiments in Stuttgart. Together 
with the technician from Stuttgart, 
Karl Schafer, Herz took the whole 
thing apart and started to build a new 
machine. 

Parts were still missing but suppli- 
ers all around Lampertsheim, out- 
side of Ludwigshafen, which was 
where Herz lived, delivered what was 
needed, prompted by the common 
currency at the time, wine. Caskets of 
home-bottled wine. Finally they had 
53 hp. Germany was still banned 
from international competition but 
for national races the pre-war rules 
were still used and therefore the super- 
charger could be used. 

The first race was to be in Ham- 
burg in August 1947. NSU was not in 
any way involved; the effort was all in 
the hands of Herz. Three laps in prac- 
tice was all the small team managed 
and just before the start a former race 
mechanic from NSU shouted to Herz 
that he should watch out with the 
lubrication of the supercharger. Max- 
imum dose on the adjuster was ad- 
vised and oil flooded the spark plugs. 
The extra set of plugs was put into the 
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engine but they also failed. 

Those four plugs were all they had. 

In Nurnberg he was in second 
place when a flat put a stop to the 
race. Now he knew he was on the 
right way and that there was more to 
get out of the engine. 

Modifications for alcohol-based 
fuel gave 58 hp and that gave him the 
right to call himself German “‘Meis- 
ter” in the 350cc class in 1948. Nine 
starts, eight victories. Close to 120 
mph a lap at the Grenzlandring. 

Of course this prompted NSU to 
join in and build a full scale racing 
team for 1949. In the meantime Herz 
had built two 350s and they were 
returned to the factory and used as the 
basis for building new 350s, a 500, 
and a 600cc sidecar. Riders were Herz 
and Heiner Fleischmann, and for the 
sidecar Hermann Bohm and Karl 
Fuchs. 


A new supercharger fan with 10 
blades instead of four and a new pres- 
sure chamber caused overheating and 
suddenly the team had to start a new 
series of development. The new 
engines received a cog primary trans- 
mission to replace the old chain, slip 
clutch to the supercharger and rubber 
shocks in therear wheel. Herz lost his 
title in the 350cc class and Fleisch- 
mann could not beat BMW's Schorsch 
Meier and Ludwig Kraus. At Grenz- 
landring a new thing occurred. 
The BMW team began at a furious 
pace so as not to have Fleischmann 
too close. Fleischmann's top speed 
on thestraights was 136 mph and the 
rear tire separated from the cord from 
the heat, perhaps a first in racing his- 
tory. The same thing happened to 
Bohm/Fuchs in the Sidecar class. 
Two second place finishes were the 
best results for the season in the 500cc 





class. In. Koln, Herz crashed and 
broke an arm. Heiner Fleischmann 
became German champion in the 
350cc class. He fought on against the 
BMWs in the 500cc class and won five 
races. But already at the second race 
something happened that could have 
ruined the careers of the two top rid- 
ers. from NSU and BMW. It was at 
Hockenheim. Fleischmann had won 
the 350cc class and already from the 
start in the 500cc race he positioned 
himself at the rear wheel of Meier's 
machine. At this time NSU had 98 hp 
against BMW's 55, which on the 
other hand was much lighter and had 
better handling. The strategy for NSU 
was to chase the BMW and then take 
the lead before the finish. The enor- 
mous acceleration was the main 
problem—a mule kick, in Fleisch- 
mann's words—and both factories 
experimented with different throttle 
needles to make the transition softer. 
What power there was, was not always 
under control of the rider. 

The accident occurred after 13 laps. 
Meier tried to force a tempo which 
would send the thirsty NSU in for 
refueling. Fleischmann knew this but 
but couldn't afford to lose contact 
with Meier. It was never fully ex- 
plained but suddenly Meier's machine 
lost its grip, the cylinder cut into the 
ground and Fleischmann hit him 
midships. Both machines were thrown 
into the spectators, who at that time 
sat with their feet on the painted 
white line. Meier was unhurt, but 
Fleischmann ended up in the hospi- 
tal and several spectators were killed. 

Motor racing drew huge crowds in 
those days and as an example, the 
Nurburgring races attracted 300,000 in 
1950. A motorcycle thrown uncon- 
trollably into such a crowd obviously 





did much damage. 

In the meantime, Herz had had his 
arm operated on and found he 
couldn't move it. The doctors in 
Cologne thought that his racing days 
were over and had therefore “stiff” 
operated on it. He went to another 
hospital and had it put right and 
then had to persuade the NSU direc- 
tors that he by no means could be 
pensioned off. He practiced hard and 
then put in several quick laps at 
Hockenheim under the scrutinizing 
eyes of NSU brass. Yes, he could con- 
tinue but he was 38 years old and the 
engine was not the ideal powerplant 
should NSU decide to contest inter- 
national races. Herz had in his contract 
a clause which gave him first choice 
should NSU want to break speed records. 
Choice of engines was no problem— 
the 350 and 500 in new chassis, all 
covered in a cigar-shaped form. 

On the morning of April 12, 1951, 
Herz thundered through the timing 
lights on the Autobahn between 
Ingolstadt and Munich at 293.638 
kph (182.055 mph). The tachometer 
cable broke and for the return run he 
had to trust his ear. The new record 
went into the books as 290 kpm. The 
question was, could the 300 kph bar- 
rier be broken? 

Herz went back to a steady job of 
developing the new 250cc GP racers 
which were to cause such a furor a 
few years later as they beat down all 
opposition and in an act of goodwill 
NSU had to draw them back from the 
GP circuit. 

In July of 1955 the record was 
beaten, with a posted speed of 297.7 
kph, although the first round had 
produced 301.138 kph. The barrier 
was broken! 

The load transported to Utah’s 





the Bonneville Salt Flats in 1956. 


Bonneville Salt Flats at the end of 
July in 1956 weighed almost two 
tons. NSU had constructed a new 
type of streamliner with the rider lay- 
ing on his back. In the 50cc class the 
new record was 121.7 mph, and that 
from an engine producing no more 
than 10 hp! For the longer distances 
the performance of the 125cc engine 
was enough to break all class records 
plus some in the 350cc class. Flying 
kilometer and mile runs plus the five 
kilometer and mile distances used the 
350cc engine. 

The total land speed record for 
motorcycles was of course set during 
this hectic week. On the flying mile, 


`- Wilhelm Herz posted 211 mph. 


And then he retired? 

Partly. In the beginning of the 505, 
he opened a car agency in Ludwig- 
shafen. in 1956 he built a stream- 


lined something or other with four 
wheels and his beloved engine. Noth- 
ing much came of that, but he still 
has it. Plus the original streamliner, 
and two or three racers, one of them 
the restored racer from 1938. He is 73 
today and still active as technical 
consultant for the Hockenheimring, 
and has an active part in Vintage 
class racing but lets one of his two 
sons do most of the riding. The son is 
also chairman of the Two Wheel 
Veteran Organization of Germany. It 


seems he was from a very early age 


influenced by his father. And no 
wonder. The kind of personality who 
goes through a war and imprison- 
ment and then practically with his 
own hands digs a motorcycle out of 
the ground and starts setting speed 
records with it is not a bad example to 
follow. For anybodv. *

Double trouble

Freddie Spencer went to the opening round 
of the FIM World Road Racing Champion- 
ships in Kylami, South Africa, 1n March of 
1985 in an effort to regain the 500cc World 


Championship he had surren- 
dered 1n 1984 to Eddie Lawson. 
Spencer was also set for an all- 
out attack on the 250cc World 


Championship. When the final round 
of the title chase was over, Spencer 
had succeeded in doing both. He was 
the 250 and 500cc World Champion. 
Spencer, at age 23, became the 
first man to ever win both the 250 and 
500cc World Championship utles in 
one year by decimating the competi- 
tion in both classes and in doing so 
became the winningest American 
grand prix road racer with 27 victo- 
ries (20 500cc and seven 250cc), mov- 
ing three ahead of Kenny Roberts. 
Spencer won seven of the 11 500cc 
GPs this year, finished second in 
three, and was knocked down and out 
of one. He also took seven 250cc wins, 
a second, a fourth, and a ninth. The 
fourth-place finish came at Silver- 
stone where he wrapped up the 250cc 
title. A week later in Sweden he 
owned a second 500cc crown. 
Spencer was named the AMA Rider 
of the Year, the International Sports- 
man of the Year in Venice (last year it 
was won by four-time Olympic gold 
medalist Carl Lewis), picked up two 
Golden Helmet of the Year awards 
from Italy's Motosprint magazine, 
the Motorcyclist of, the Year from 


Motorcyclist magazine and was 
named Motocourse Rider of the Year. 

Although he didn’t clinch the 500cc 
title until Anderstorp in August, the 
title chase was, for the most part, decided 
at a test session in September of 1983 at 
Surfer’s Paradise in Australia. It was 
there that Spencer first rode the radical 
NSR500 V-four with the gas tank under 
the engine and exhaust pipes under the 
chest. Even though it had top speed in 
spades, it was difficult to nde, almost 
impossible to race. After the test session, 
the thickness of the frame wall tubing 
had to be increased for strength, making 
it heavier and compounding its prob- 
lems. What the bike wouldn’t do was 
turn, plus it didn’t willingly want to 
stop, and those are two things a rider 
needs tocontrol when entering corners 
at 150-plus mph. 

“From the time the '83 season ended 
it was a struggle," Spencer said recently. 
“It was such a radical change. I just 
suffered through the (1984) season and 
never felt comfortable. If I made it back 
to the pits in one piece it was an 
accomplishment. It really affected my 
attitude more than I realized at the ume.” 

The ever-cheerful Spencer became 
moody and cynical, a trait he jokingly 
blamed on his association with journal- 
Ists. 

"My first impression was the thing's 
too heavy. Just too heavy. We were 





stuck. To get the gas tank on the bottom 
and make it a true 'V' made the frame 
real funny and it had to be heavier to be 
stronger. It was more or less a helpless 
situation. We still won five races on it. 
Ron Haslam rode it (in 1984) and after- 
ward came over and shook my hand. 
Ron and Randy Mamola both kept put- 
ting it back in the garage. 

" After the first couple of races of 1984 
we decided to change it for 1985. I was 
still working on the engine and it did 
get better, but by then I'd already broken 
my collarbone and my season was over. 
We knew the engine was pretty bullet- 
proof so we could put work into the 
chassis." 

Having suffered the pain, both phys- 
ical and mental of 1984, Spencer was 
determined to recapture the 500cc crown 
he'd lost to Eddie Lawson. Although 
few doubted his abilities after the capti- 
vating 1983 season, there were some 
who thought his inconsistency and 
crashes of 1984 more the norm. 

So for '85 the chassis was made more 
conventional with the gas tank and 
exhaust pipes back where you'd expect 
to find them. Back to Surfer's Paradise 
in the fall of 1984: "We simulated what 
the new bike would be like. We changed 
the gas tank around, but you could only 
ride it a few laps at a time." Still it was 
encouraging. 

The first time Spencer rode the com- 
pleted machine was at Daytona, where 


. he swept to easy victories in the For- 


mula One, Formula Two, and Super- 
bike finals, a feat that will likely never 
be duplicated due to Daytona's reluc- 
tance to again stage Formula One races. 

The first Grand Prix was at Kyalami 
and a few surprises cropped up. “I rode 
the bike at South Africa and I thought 
the one I rode at Daytona must have 
fallen out of the plane on the way over. 
Kyalami brought out problems in the 
bike that Daytona didn’t.” Front end 
problems to be precise. 

So after finishing second to World 
Champion Lawson, and winning the 
250cc race, Freddie and crew chief Erv 


Kanemoto went off to test at Rijeka in 
Yugoslavia. They changed the amount 
of weight on the front end by moving 
the engine forward and made the front 
end stiffer by going to a different metal 
compound. The bike was crated up and 
sent back to Japan where the changes 
were effected, and when it was finished 
so was the competition. 

“The best result was being able to 
steer with the Yamahas through the 
corners. The Yamaha has two cranks 
(the NSR Honda has one) so they can 
put the weight in the center of the 
engine. It gets in thecorner and changes 
direction better. The Yamaha flicks over 
and turns. I'd get into a corner and the 
bike wouldn't turn and with the radial 
tires it would stick so well that the frame 
would flex. It took a lot of time to get it 
right." 

The improvement in corner-exiung 
speed was. so great that with a longer 
run to the next corner Spencer picked 
up 6.5 mph on top end along the front 
straight of the Mugello circuit. near 
Florence, Italy. Many doubted a frame 
change could add so much to the top 
end speed. One disbelieving competitor 
remarked that he'd "Been racing too 
long to believe that changing a front 
end could make that much difference." 
He, like many others, was certain there 
was a new engine at the heart of the 
machine. Such is the disquieting power 
of unmatchable progress. 


Because he was riding four different 
machines a day, two 250s and two 500s, 
Spencer had to develop a system to sus- 
tain the progress. "What I'd do is prac- 
tice the 250 and then get on the 500. I'd 
come in afterwards, know what changes 
had to be made and I would think of a 
key thing to say to Erv. It was like learn- 
ing how to speed read. You get the key 
points and expand on them. Each race 
track brought out different problems 
and we'd have to go through it again." 

The teamwork paid off. Ten times he 
was on the pole position for the 500cc 
race and four times he won both the 250 
and 500cc GPs on the same day. “A lot 
of what I went through and the hard 
work of '83 and '84 paid off. I think 
going through '84 makes me appreciate 
this season even more. It's a different 
awareness appreciating what you have. 
The older I've gotten the more intense I 
feel. It's just growing up. I don't feel a 
letdown now. I already feel physically 
ready to go for next year. I'm in as good 
shape now, upper-body wise, as I was all 
season. Mentally, I'm not ready and I'm 
glad that 1t's still a couple of months 
away.” 

Those few months will be spent 
mostly at home in Shreveport (Louisi- 
ana)dirt riding, working at his Honda 
dealership, sifting through his business 
offers, playing tennis, and playing a lot 
of basketball, a game he has a certain 
passion for. 


“The guys I play with don't care how 
many races I've won. To them I'm just 
one of the guys, which is the way it 
should be." And if he tries to camp out 
in the lane they'll find a way to move 
him out. “If I play much more hoop I 
may not be able to race.” 

Thatisn't likely. Theankle which he 
hyperextended three different ways this 
year is slowly healing and the 1986 sea- 
son should see him at top form from the 
first race of the year. He's already tested 
next year's Superbike at Daytona and 
quickly got under his old track record. 
With the signing of up-and-coming 
Australian Wayne Gardner to ride the 
NSR500s with him under the Roth- 
mans Honda banner, Spencer will 
have extra support against the Yama- 
ha onslaught of Lawson, Christian 
Sarron, Randy Mamola, Mike Bald- 
win and Rob McElnea on the various 
cigarette-sponsored teams.

Is it fair that every one of the 97 golfers on the 
1984 PGA European Tour earned more in 
prize money than the FIM 500cc Road Racing 


World Champion? 


Is it fair that only a claimed 
eight percent of the takings of 
last year’s Dutch TT at Assen 
was paid in prize money to the 


riders, who attracted a crowd of 
around 135,000 and television cover- 
age throughout Europe? 

Is it fair that every single pro base- 
ball player in the USA earned more 
money than Eddie Lawson won in 
prize money for clinching one of the 
most demanding and dangerous world 
title crowns? 

Of course it's not fair — not only 
do facts like these show that the 
grand prix riders do not earn a just 
reward and are dropping out of the 
sport in increasingly large numbers, 
but certain sportsmen appear to be 
vastly overpaid for their efforts and 
that militant action has put them so 
high up the money earning list rather 
than their sporting prowess. 

No wonder the GP riders have got 
together because the very structure 
and even future of grand prix racing 
is on the line just when the sport is 
getting the worldwide media cover- 
age it so rightly deserves. 

The riders elected Mike Trimby as 
their representative in talks with the 
organizers regarding their prize money 
demands 

The England-based travel agent, 
show organizer and former racer is 
totally behind the riders in their 
demands but is slightly worried 
whether they will all stick together if 
talk of boycotts turn into reality. 

"I'm 100% behind them in their 
cause and I think they are being taken 
advantage of," Trimby said. “I just 
hope they will stick to their guns and 
that's why I got all of them to sign a 
contract with me before we start talk- 
ing to the organizers. 

“Tt means an awful lot of work and 
it’s not a job I took on too gladly, but 
Im hopeful I can make progress 
because it's important with so many 
people dropping out of grand prix 
racing.

“At the moment if a rider falls on 
the first bend he will go home with 
around $400. Our new prize fund 
would give him around $1950, which 
would at least pay his expenses for 
getting there." 

While the cigarette company giants 
in particular and the factories con- 
tinue to pour in vast sums of money 
to subsidize the sport, certain organ- 
izers hope to continue paying out 
paltry prize money to continue lin- 
ing their pockets. 

However, the black clouds are 
gathering on the horizon with many 
of the top privateers, the very back- 
bone of grand prix racing, dropping 
out of the 500cc class in particular for 
the simple reason that they lose money 
every time they leave home to race. 

Of course the top riders make much 
more with sponsorship and factory 
contracts but they number around 15 
throughout all classes. 

And so what about the remaining 
150 riders? And what happens when 
legislation or company decisions force 
the tobacco giants out of the sport? 
Who will pick up the tab? Or will the 
short sightedness of the organizers 
and FIM mean the sport will grind to 
a halt with tiny grids? 

But why shouldn't the riders earn a 
good living from a sport that brings 
them so much pleasure and personal 


glory? Surely, in modern times enter- 


tainers who thrill hundreds of thou- 
sands at the tracks and millions of 
television viewers throughout the 
world deserve a just reward for their 
efforts, and shouldn't actually lose 
money if they fail to finish or even 
qualify for a race that has attracted 
around 100,000 spectators. 

Of course it is an expensive busi- 
ness to run a motorcycle grand prix 
but compared : with a formula one car 
grand prix it's absolutely peanuts. 
Rumors suggest that last year it cost 
the organizers of the South African 
car grand prix as much moncy to fly 
out the tires for the teams to Kyalami

organizers to fly out all their compet- 
itors and their machinery. 

Formula one cars may generate a 
far'greater income with sponsorship, 
television coverage and gate receipts, 
although at half the tracks the bike 
grand prix attendances match the 
cars. 

Certain tracks such as Yugoslavia 
will struggle to find the necessary 
cash to double the prize fund while 
others like Assen will surely have no 
such problems. 

It's important that at least 50% of 
the proposed money goes to priva- 
teers down the field and 1s not creamed 
off by the top money earners. Cer- 
tainly the top riders seem as con- 
cerned as anybody about the smaller 
grids and have insisted half the in- 


crease goes into a fund for the priva- 
teers. 

The riders and their representative, 
Mike Trimby,are hoping to deal with 
individual organizers rather than the 
FIM, thus avoiding a similar situa- 
tion to the World Series confronta- 


- tion nearly six years ago. 


If history is to be repeated, the FIM 
will do all they can to prevent the 
riders from getting such a big increase, 
as a confrontation will develop as to 
whether the riders compete .at the 
opening round of next year’s cham- 
pionship in Spain. 

Certainly the riders seem to have 
the backing of the factories and their 
sponsors in their claims, but will 
they stand firm when it comes to the 
crunch? Only time will tell. E

Project: Transforming Kawasaki's 
ZX900-A1 into 


The Attack Ninja 


By Jim Wolcott 





With 9000 miles under its wheels, the Ninja 
that had served as our long-term project bike 
had proven its potential for being a comfort- 
able, easy-to-maintain motorcycle suitable 


for touring, commuting, and 
high-speed work on deserted 
back roads. However, as the 
miles rolled up, it became ap- 


parent that the machine's potential 
was being hampered by an uncom- 
fortable seat, inadequate mirrors, and 
worn-out suspension. Step one of the 
project, "Life with Ninja" (Cycle 
News, March 13, 1985), investigated 
ways to improve the machine while 
spending little or no money. 

Step two began innocently enough 
-— one morning on the desert floor of 


Panamint Valley, located just east of 
Death Valley, California, when Harry 
Maillet offered me a chance to open 
up his 900 Ninja on the deserted (and 
relatively unpatrolled) stretch of Cali- 
fornia Highway 178. Maillet owns 
the Performance Works (7854 Ala- 
bama Ave., Canoga Park, CA), and 
the machine was his personal Ninja. 
The bike was basically stock, with 
the exception of a bank of Keihin CR 
carburetors anda pair of Super Trapp 
slip-on mufflers.

bike and my stage-one low-budget- 
mod Ninja was astonishing. Where a 
stock Ninja is quick, good-handling 
yet (relatively) mild-mannered, Mail- 
let had seemingly created a monster. 
Where a stock Ninja makes its horse- 
power with a sudden shriek near red- 
line, Maillet's kitted Ninja seemed to 
make ridiculous power throughout 
the revs: a machine ready to shred 
tire or pavement with a flick of the 
wrist. All that with only a carb and 
muffler swap; in the case of the 
Ninja, the power was on tap — wait- 
ing to be uncorked with simple bolt- 
on parts. 

The next questions weren't so easy: 
how much power could a Ninja make? 
How would it do on the dragstrip? 
What could a Ninja be made to do? 

Any project bike needs some sort of 
goal or direction; the various modifi- 
cations and accessories should fine- 
tune the machine for a specific pur- 
pose. Since the test-bed for this project 
happened to be my own personal 
motorcycle, I was curious to see if it 
was possible to transform Kawasaki's 
dedicated sports flagship into a high- 
er-performance, yet-comfortable-and- 
practical motorcycle; one that made 
mare power and had better handling 
than its stock counterpart. That's a 
tall order for the Ninja. 

Well, the project has taken over 
six months, and has involved many 
generations with various combina- 
tions of accessories. The result is a 
machine that I've named (for obvious 
reasons) the "Attack Ninja.” Some of 
the modifications have been costly, 
resulting in negligible improvement 
over thestock Kawasaki running gear; 
others cost little, yet yielded a tre- 
mendous improvement in the com- 
fort or performance of the motorcy- 
cle. Chronicled below is the creation 
of the Attack Ninja.

The seat 


Anyone who's tried to ride the 
stock Ninja for more than one tank of 
gas knows the seat is not one of the 
machine's highlights. Though it 
blends in with the swoopy lines of the 
Ninja, Kawasaki's styling department 
blessed it with nearly square edges 
that cut into the rider's thighs. 

Mike Corbin has been building 
custom motorcycle seats for nearly 
two decades, and his latest ““Gunfigh- 
ter" series is designed for the latest 
crop of sport bikes. Unlike some seat 
manufacturers, Corbin molds his own 
foam seat cushion, using a molding 
technique that creates a single foam 
piece of varying density. Viewed as a 
cross-section, this foam has relatively 
large air pockets near the surface, and 
more dense foam (smaller pockets) 
near the seat pan. As a result, the seat 
conforms to suit the individual rider, 
and has proven remarkably comfor- 
table during long rides. 

The Gunfighter is covered with 
Uniroyal naugahyde, which is stable 
against fading and cracking when 
exposed to sunlight. The Gunfighter 
is available in a variety of color 
schemes, and retails for $149. For 
specific ordering information contact 
Corbin Pacific at 800/538-7035 or 
800/662-6296. An improved seat 
should be considered the first step in 
transforming a Ninja into a comfor- 
table long-range cruiser. 


The front suspension. 


The fork springs of the Ninja are 
soft, and are calibrated to be used 
with air-pressure assist. As with all 
bikes using air forks, the air pressure 
tends to cinch the fork seals against 
the fork tubes. As the front suspen- 
sion compresses, air pressure in- 
creases . . . making the fork seals cinch 
tighter, and making the suspension 
even stiffer and less compliant. The 
result is a paradox: a suspension 
that's soft, yet non-compliant on 
tiis surfaces.

Anaheim Supercross '86 blasts open 
the 1986 AMA-sanctioned supercross ser- 
ies with the first race on the INSPORT 
tour at Anaheim Stadium — two weeks 
earlier than usual this year — Saturday 
night, January 18!

Rider roster 


The supercross kickoff at the home of 
the Rams and the Angels boasts a star- 
studded rider line-up. See Bob "'Hurri- 
cane" Hannah blow into Anaheim in his 
first recent appearance on a Suzuki, along 
with teammates George Holland, Scott 
Burnworth and A.J. Whiting. 

This 1s the first time that all riders will 
be on production bikes, so you'll see 
closer racing than ever before. 

Watch the muscle of Team Honda's 
Johnny O'Mara, David Bailey and new 
member Rick Johnson, who has chal- 
lenged National Supercross Champion 
Jeff Ward. Johnson claimed that Kawa- 
saki-mounted Ward won at the Coliseum 
by sandbagging, and he is out for Ward. 
The 125cc National MX Champion, Ron 
Lechien, has also switched factory teams 
this season and joins Ward aboard the 
green machines.

The stock fork springs start off 
with a spring rate of 20 pounds/inch, 
and at full compression wind up with 
a final spring rate of 50 pounds/ 
inch. However, the rate isn't pro- 
gressive; the stock fork springs have 
only 21 pounds/inch with the first 
inch of travel, 23 pounds on the 
second inch, and then jump to 36 
pounds on the third inch of travel. 
Air pressure provides the necessary 
spring assist, giving thestock springs 
a progressive rate at the expense of 
compliance at the fork seals. 

Progressive Suspension offers fork 
springs for the 900 Ninja that are cal- 
ibrated not to use air assist. These 
springs start off at 35 pounds/inch, 
and have a linear spring-rate increase 
with each inch of travel, winding up 
with a total 50 pounds/inch rate. 
Though the spring rate is initially 
stiffer, without air pressure the Pro- 
gressive Suspension fork springs are 
actually more compliant, resulting 
in both a smoother ride and better 
control. The Progressive Suspension 
fork springs have a suggested retail 
price of $49.95, and are available at 
your dealer for a variety of motor- 
cycles. 

Thenew fork springs were designed 
to be installed with a one-inch spacer; 
varying the thickness of that spacer 
will adjust the spring preload and 
stiffness for the front suspension. To 
make that fine-tuning easier, Lock- 
hart Consumer Products manufac- 
tures Quick-Set fork caps which can 
be adjusted externally to alter the 
spring preload. The Quick-Set caps 
are air-tight, and employ an air valve 
similar to the stock caps; air-assist 
can still be added to the front suspen- 
sion if desired. 

The Quick-Set fork caps offer a 1.0- 
inch range of preload adjustment. I 
installed a 0.5-inch spacer with the 
fork springs, which, in turn, allowed 
me plus or minus 0.5-inch of spring 
preload for adjustment. Lockhart 
recommends that the adjustment is 
set so the front forks sag 1.0 inch 
(from full extension) when the rider 
sits on the bike. After a little experi- 
mentation, I found that (not surpris- 
ingly) this occurred with the preload 
that Progressive Suspension recom- 
mends: a total of 1.0 inch of preload 
(0.5-inch at the spacer, another 0.5- 
inch dialed at the adjuster). For rac- 
ing, the Quick-Set adjusters would 
enable the bike's front suspension to 
be easily tuned for track conditions. 
After the initial experimentation, I 
just left it at the 1.0-inch total adjust- 
ment for the duration of the test. 
Lockhart's Quick-Set fork caps are 
available from your dealer; retail price 


is $49.95. 

I thought it would be good to use a 
slightly-thicker fork oil to go with 
the stiffer initial spring rate of the 
Progressive Suspension fork springs, 
so I tried 15w fork oil. It was promptly 
removed. The heavier oil seemed to 
jam up the Ninja's anti-dive system, 
resulting in near hydraulic lock when 
the front brakes were applied. When 
the oil was changed back to Kawasa- 
ki's recommended 10w, the front end 
worked fine. 


The brake lines 

Since Kawasaki's anti-dive system 
is actuated by hydraulic pressure in 
the front brakes, feel at the brake lever 
was always slightly spongy. Of course 
stock rubber brake hoses can deterio- 
rate with age; theone-year-old Attack 
Ninja wasn'tquite due for,new brake 
lines, but I was curious whether one 
of the aftermarket brake line kits 
would reduce the sponginess at the 
brake lever. | 

Several manufacturers offer kits 
that use high-pressure teflon tubing 
covered with braided stainless steel; 
these hoses are generally regarded as 
superior to the stock rubber compo- 
nents. Rubber hoses become weak as 
they age, which allows them to “‘bal- 
loon” under pressure. Heat is a fac- 
tor: while lever feel may be fine while 
the brakes are cold, heat from the 
brake caliper heats the brake fluid, 
which, in turn, can soften the stock 
rubber hydraulic hoses. In addition, 
the teflon/stainless lines don't dete- 
riorate with age, and are a lifetime 
investment for the bike. 

Lockhart's Power Pulse Hydrau- 
lics kit replaces all three of the rubber 
brake hoses for the front discs; instal- 
lation was straightforward, and all 
hoses fit exactly as the stock compo- 
nents. However, bleeding the air out 
of the new lines was an ordeal — even 
with the aid of a vacuum brake- 
bleeder the process took over an hour. 
Once the air was bled out, brake feel 
was slightly — not dramatically — 
better than with the stock lines. 

According to Kawasaki's suggested 
retail prices, replacing all of the stock 
front rubber brake lines will cost 
$63.61; the Lockhart Power Pulse 
Hydraulics kit retails for $99.95, is an 
improvement over the stock lines, 
and forever solves the problem of 
periodic brake line replacement. 


The mirrors 

The “Life with Ninja" article 
printed last March described a way to 
make the mirrors useful by making 
their stalks longer. That technique 
works, but I found that with the mir- 
rors set high and wide, they required 
rcalignment for. even slight changes 
in riding position. A little experi-

mentation showed that if the mirrors 
were mounted below and in front of 
the handlebars, their view to the rear 
would be unobstructed, and on-axis 
whether the rider were sitting up or 
in a full racer's crouch. 

The revamped mirrors for the At- 
tack Ninja are based on the Italian- 
made Vitalone “Baby Turbo” auto- 
motive mirrors, which were modified 
and relocated to the Ninja’s stock 
turn signal mounts. The mirrors are 
available in most well-stocked auto 
parts stores, and retail for less than 
$20 each. Installation involved an 
easy afternoon’s work. 

Leave the fairing on the bike; re- 
moval of the two plastic trim pieces 
behind the instruments allows enough 
room for the mirror swap. Since the 
fairing uses the stock mirrors as an 
upper mounting point, unbolt the 
mirrors and fill the holes with a suit- 
able nut and bolt (I used a hex socket- 
head bolt, washer, and rubber washer 
against the fairing — a coat of black 
epoxy paint gives them a stock ap- 
pearance). Unplug the stock turn 
signals, and unbolt them from inside 
the fairing. 

The Vitalone mirrors are designed 
as door-mount automotive mirrors; a 
crude sheet-metal screw secures the 
door-mount bracket to the mirror's 
adjustment ball-and-socket. Remove 
the screw (philips head); we'll drill 
and tap this hole, and use it to mount 
the mirror onto the old turn-signal 
mounts. Carefully drill out the hole 
with a 4-inch drill. Using a bench 
grinder, grind the socket-end down 
smooth to make a flat surface to cinch 
tight against the turn signal mount. 
Tap the hole for a suitable bolt (any 
bolt with a beefy thread pitch will do; 
I used a 5/16” UNC18 course-thread 
bolt, 2.0-inches long). Insert the bolt 
from the inside of the fairing, using a 
large fender washer under the head of 
the bolt. Don’t forget a dab of blue 
Loc-Tite on the threads. 

Unlortunately, the rubber accor- 
dian covering the mirror's ball-and- 
socket isn’t quite long enough to 
reach the Ninja’s turn-signal mounts. 
An inelegant solution is to buy a 
third mirror, and carefully cut its 
accordian into two halves (one for 
each mirror): that provides enough 
extension for the accordians. 

Underneath the front of the fairing 
is a small plastic apron secured by 
two bolts; use these bolts to mount 
the turn signals. A piece of cad-plated 
strap iron was bent and drilled as a 
mounting bracket for the signals; a 
coat of gloss black paint made it 
blend in with the bike. The stock 
turn signals originally fit through 
the fairing with a long, steel shaft; 
that shaft could be cut and threaded 
to mount on the strap iron bracket. 
Instead, I chose to fit a pair of rectan- 
gular automotive turn signals to the 
bracket; they seemed to be a better 
match for the styling of the low- 
slung mirrors. 


The rear suspension 


Like the front forks, the rear mono- 
shock spring is engineered to operate 


with air-pressure assist; and, like the 
front suspension, the pressures in- 
volved tend to cinch the oil seal 
against the body of the shock. Worse, 
the bearing surface within the shock 
body is a teflon-coated plastic bush- 
ing. Once the teflon coating wears 
through, the shock tends to bind on 
compression — making the rear sus- 
pension movement even harsher. 
Kawasaki's monoshock is manufac- 
tured by Kayaba in Japan; the unit 15 
not designed to be serviced or repaired. 

Works Performance makes their 
Ultrasport shock as a direct replace- 
ment for the stock Kawasaki/Kayaba 
unit, and it works with the stock 
Ninja rising-rate suspension linkage. 
First off, the Ultrasport shock is ex- 
pensive: the unitissupplied with the 
correct spring for the application, 
and retails for a whopping $450. The . 
obvious question is . . . why so much? 

One look at the Ultrasport's con- 
struction goes a long way to explain- 
ing its cost. The shock body is ma- 
chined from solid aluminum billet; 
the upper shock mount is a heim- 
joint, and the remote aluminum pres- 
sure bottle is connected with braided 
stainless hose. The Ultrasport more 
closely resembles metal sculpture than 
a piece of motorcycle hardware. 

The remote pressure bottle houses 
a neoprene bladder used to pressurize 
the oil in the shock; Works Perfor- 
mance inflates this bladder to 250 psi 
with nitrogen gas. Oil under pressure 
is resistant to bubbling and foaming 
under heat and load — the bubbling 
that can make shock damping fade 
under extreme service. The pressure 
is used solely to keep the oil from 
foaming, rather than act as part of the 
suspension spring. A small-diameter 
hose is used to connect the pressure 
bottle to the shock body; the diameter 
ensures enough hydraulic resistance 
to prevent fluid transfer between the 
shock body and the bottle, thus pre- 
venting the nitrogen bladder from 
compressing like a spring. 

And the Ultrasport shock works. 
After 10,000 miles, the stock shock 
felt okay, but fitting the Works Per- 
formance replacement dramatically 
improved the Ninja's handling. The 
most noticeable difference was that 
the rear wheel felt glued to the pave- 
ment; that 1t would follow the slight- 
est ripple in the road surface. The 
ride was also more comfortable. 

Gil Vaillancourt designed the 
Ultrasport shock, and has been build- 
ing his Works Performance shocks 
for 11 years. When asked how his 
spring and damping rates differ from 
the stock Kayaba unit, he replied: “‘I 
honestly don’t know. Besides, with 
the air-assisted (stock) shocks on the 
market, it’s hard to measure what 
they are. When I make a shock for a 
specific application, I measure the 
suspension geometry, consider the 
rider weight and the riding style, and 
feed all the numbers into a computer; 
I calculate what the bike needs . . . I 
make the shock that's right for the 
bike." 

One word of caution: since the gas 
pressure within the shock doesn't 
need to be adjusted, it's a good 1dea to 
use some red Loc-Tite on the valve 
cap. The recommended 250 psi is 
much higher than whar' available at 
the corner filling station; the Loc- 
Tite might prevent roving pranksters 
from flattening your suspension. 

Each Works Performance Ultras- 
port shock is custom made for the 
application, and is backed by a 30- 
day performance (satisfaction) gua- 
rantee, and a one-year guarantee 
against defects in materials and work- 
manship (including the oil seal). The 
Ultrasport can be ordered through 
your dealer, or directly from Works

The next stop was the dragstrip, 
after performance Mods. Only it didn't 
turn out as planned. 

“That’s it...I can't make your 
bike go any faster. It feels stronger in 
the midrange, but the quarter-mile 
lights don’t lie." Editor Ulrich rolled 
the project Attack Ninja away from 
the staging. lights of Carlsbad Race- 
way, and parked it next to our com- 
parision machine: a completely stock 
1985 Kawasaki Ninja. 

No doubt about it, the timing 
lights at Carlsbad told a story: both 
bikes were fitted with the same rear 
ure, and were run within minutes of 
each other on the same track. After 
six runs, a completely stock Ninja 
turned the quarter-mile in 11.18 at 
121.78 mph. And our heavily modi- 
fied project Attack Ninja had only 
barely edged that time: its best run 
was 11.10 at 122.11 mph. 

While the lights don’t lie, neither 
do they tell the complete story. The 
project Attack Ninja was fitted with a 
battery of high-performance parts 
only after 9000 miles had rolled under 
its wheels; 1n a way, that's a fair com- 
parison — most owners would prob- 
ably log similar mileage before shel- 
ling out the extra money for high- 
performance parts. Had the Attack 
Ninja been fitted with those parts 
when showroom-new, it probably 
would have fared better against the 
stock bike in the dragstrip war. But 
because of the mileage on the bike, 
this project is representative of what 
owners of used Ninjas can expect 
from adding the accessories described 
below. 

Quarter-mile times aside, these 
bolt-on performance accessories gave 
the Attack Ninja a crisp, precise feel 


to the throttle that is foreign to the 
stock Ninja. And it's hard to mistake 
the extra punch in the midrange; in 
fact, the bike telt so different that on 
hearing the elapsed time of his first 
run on the Attack Ninja, our tester 
was certain that a mistake had been 
made. The changes made to the intake 
and exhaust systems had vastly im- 
proved the Ninja's midrange per- 
formance; the improvement simply 
eluded the timing lights at Carlsbad; 
dragstrips only care about peak power. 


The cooling system 


It’s no secret that the GPz900R 
Ninja runs hot; what's surprising Is 
that the engine can be made to run 
considerably cooler with a few sim- 
ple modifications. 

First, as was described in the article 
"Life with Ninja," (Cycle News, 
March 13, 1985), remove the four 
black plastic trim pieces on the inside 
of the Ninja’s body work; those pieces 
inhibit air flow through the radiator, 
packing cooling air behind the radia- 
tor and making the Ninja run hot. 


In a further attempt to channel 
the cooling air out from under the 
Ninja, Kawasaki fitted a metal shroud 
behind the electric cooling fan. This 
shroud blocks off the center of the 
radiator. 

To remove the fan shroud, first 
drain the cooling system. Remove the 
chin fairing, the fairing lowers, and 
the three bolts which secure to the top 
of the fairing to its sub-frame. Remove 
the upper radiator hose, and the two 
bolts which secure the radiator. Rock 
the upper fairing up and forward; if 
you put a towel over the front fender, 
the fairing won't bonk the fender's 
paint (like mine did) when ıt falls 
forward. Wrestle things around, and 
you can get enough clearance to pull 





the radiator forward without actually 


removing the upper fairing. 


Once the radiator is pulled forward 
a couple inches, take a look at the 
back of the fan. Two small bolts 
secure the offending shroud to the 
fan’s mounting bracket; remove those 
bolts, unplug the fan, and peel out 
the rubber grommet to free the fan 
wiring. Don't be tempted to remove 
the fan entirely: it’s necessary to keep 
the Ninja from boiling over when 
stranded in traffic. 

The removal of the four trim pieces 
and the fan shroud will, with no 
other changes, make the Ninja's 
engine run considerably cooler. The 
rider will be aware that more heat 1s 
reaching his legs (particularly the 
shins and ankles); most riders won't 
find the extra heat objectionable 


Coolant 


When new Ninjas leave the fac- 
tory, Kawasaki fills the cooling sys- 
tem with a solution that's 57% cool- 
ant (ethylene glycol) and 43% water. 
Many riders believe that using a great 
concentration of coolant will make the 
engine run cooler. Not so. Coolant 
concentrate is about 95% ethylene 
glycol: a chemical which both raises 
the boiling point and lowers the 
freezing point of water. 

The problem is that ethylene glycol 
can’t store as much heat as water can; 
if you increase the concentration of 
coolant, you decrease how well that 
solution can cool the engine. The 
trick is to find middle ground: the 
concentration that still affords the 
corrosion protection of modern cool- 
ants, affords the necessary freezing 
protection for the riding conditions, 
and allows the coolant mixture to 
store as much heat as possible. 

Union Carbide supplied the volu- 
metric heat specifications (a chart 
which shows how much heat can be 
absorbed by a fluid) describes metric 
for their Prestone II coolant: those 
charts indicate that by dropping toa 
30% coolant concentrations, the volu- 
metric heat rating can be boosted to 
0.93 BTU/1b./°F; a considerable im- 
provement over the 0.88 BTU/]b./?F 
figure achieved with a 50% concentra- 
uon. For comparison, a 100% coolant 
concentration (which practically 
guarantees overheating) can only shed 
0.73 BTU/lb./^F — and can only 
shed that amount when heated to 
310°F. 

A 30% concentration will still pro- 
vide freezing protection down to 0°F, 
and raise the boiling point to 220?F. 
According to Union Carbide, a 30% 
concentration is also sufficient to 
provide the necessary corrosion pro- 
tection for the Ninja's aluminum 
engine components. Since virtually 
all engine coolant additives are 95% 
ethylene glycol, these figures should 
hold true for any brand of coolant. 
The Attack Ninja runs a mixture of 
30% Prestone II, and 70% distilled 


water. 


Lockhart Fast Glass Lowers 
Last on the list of cooling system 


changes was the installation of Lock-. 


hart's Fast Glass fairing lowers. Aside 
from looking swoopy and being pre- 
cisely color-matched to the Ninja, the 
Fast Glass lowers incorporate a naca 
duct for cooling. The naca duct is a 
port that angles in behind the Ninja's 
radiator, and exits in an angled sur- 
face to the outside edge of the lowers. 
As air passes over the outside surface 
of the duct, Bernoulli's principle 
(hydrodynamics) causes hot air to be 
sucked out from behind the radiator. 
The Fast Glass lowers are available 
with gr aphics and paint to match 
either '84 or '85 Ninjas, and retail for 
$279.95. 


The combination of the removal of 
the fan shroud, the 30% coolant mix- 
ture, and the Fast Glass lowers com- 


> -p 


pletely changed the behavior of the 


Ninja’s cooling system. Where Kawa- 
saki had intended to shield the rider 
from heat by blowing the cooling air 
out from under the motorcycle, the 
Attack Ninja removes heat more effi- 
ciently (coolant), allows more air to 
pass through the system (shroud), 
and still ducts the heated air to the 
outside of the fairing lowers to 
enhance rider comfort. Where the 
stock Ninja's temperature gauge will 
edge into the red zone on any warm 
day, the Attack Ninja was run at high 
speeds in 100°F weather, and never 
indicated higher than mid-scale on 
the gauge! When stranded in traffic 
on that same 100? day, the needle 
crept as high as 2/3 scale — and 
immediately dropped below the half- 
way mark as soon as the machine was 
moving. 


The Keihin CR Special 
carburetors 


Now on to performance stuff. The 
stock carburetors were ditched in favor 
of a set of Keihin's latest CR Special 
33mm smoothbore carburetors. The 
CRs were chosen for two reasons: 
first, in the test ride that kicked off 
this whole project, Harry Maillet had 
demonstrated that a set of CRs can 
considerably improve the Ninja's per- 
formance. Secondly, these carbs can 
easily be adjusted to a variety of con- 
ditions, and are equipped with a 
choke (enrichment) circuit that makes 
them livable for day-to-day use. 


For those who haven't tried it, a 
carburetor swap isn't as easy as it first 
appears; any contemporary street 
motorcycle includes complex emis- 
sions-control hardware, all of which 
is linked to the carburetors and the 
stock airbox. In addition, the CRs 
have no provision to operate the 
Ninja's vacuum fuel petcock, which 
meant installation of a mechanical 
petcock. When the new carbs were 
finally up and running, the project 
had involved removal of the stock 
airbox, removal of the emissions 
hardware, re-routing the crankcase 
breather, installation of a mechani- 
cal fuel petcock, and adapting a push- 
pull throttle to the Ninja. Going by 
the book, those changes mean the 
machine is no longer street-legal. 

The Performance Works offers an 
installation kit — designed for racing 
use only — that simplifies mounting 
the Keihin CRs as well as bypassing 
the stock emissions hardware. In- 
cluded in the kit is an aluminum 
catch tank, a mechanical fuel pet- 
cock, and aluminum covers to block 
off the air-suction valves in the 
cylinder head. The Performance 
Works offers the kit separately for 
$175, or included with with a set of 
Keihin CRs (correctly jetted for the 
Ninja) and velocity stacks for $750. 
You can contact Harry Maillet at the 
Performance Works, 7854 Alabama 
Ave., Canoga Park, CA 91304, 818/ 
999-5396. The Keihin CR Special 
carburetors are also available separ- 
ately from other sources. 

Installation of the Performance 
Works kit and the Keihin CRs was 
straightforward, involving a leisurely 
couple of hours work with ordinary 
hand tools. Since the carburetors are 
intended for racing use only, they are 
supplied pre-jetted for the velocity 
stacks. The Performance Works sup- 
plied the 33mm Keihin CR Special 
carburetors with a YY8 needle set to 
the second clip-step (from the bot- 
tom), a #240 main air jet, and a #120 
main jet. 

At sea level, that jetting proved 
right on the money. With the car- 
buretors installed straight out of the 
box, the Ninja immediately fired to 
life and settled down to a smooth 
idle. The CRs demand that the rider 
carefully control the throttle; unlike 
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Push-pull throttle is from a Honda 
CM400; push-pull throttle relieves 
-spring-pressure with stock throt- 
tle and Keihin CRs. 


the Ninja’s stock constant-vacuum 
carburetors, cranking the throttle wide 
open at low rpm will cause theengine 
to yawn, cough and stumble. | 

= The big improvement in perfor- 
mance comes in the 5000 — 8000 rpm 
range. Though the extra midrange 
punch wasn't reflected in the quarter- 
mile times, the difference 1s unmis- 
takable. Where the stock Ninja feels 
peaky, and wants to be kept at the top 
of its powerband, the Keihin CR Spe- 
cials make that powerband consider- 
ably broader, eliminating much of 
the footwork with the Ninja's six- 
speed gearbox. 

However, since velocity stacks are 
not conducive to long engine life, the 
Attack Ninja was fitted with a set of 
K&N air filters to replace the stacks. 
The left-center filter was inverted to 
clear the crankcase breather hose of 
the Performance Works oil catch tank. 
It’s a tight fit, but the Keihin CRs 
with four K&N filters will just clear 
the Ninja’s sidecovers. 

As would be expected, the jetting 
had to be changed to accommodate 
the air filters. After some experimen- 
tation, the Attack Ninja seemed 
happiest with a YY8 needle set to the 
third clip-step (from the bottom), a 
#250 main air jet, and the same #120 
main jet. No adjustments were neces- 
sary for the air screws; once dialed-in, 
velocity stacks can be fitted in place 
of the K&N filters in less than 10 
minutes. Because the CR’s big 33mm 
bore passes so much alr, it’s easiest to 
start the engine when the idle speed 1s 
set below 1200 rpm. 

A side benefit to the Performance 
Works kit 1s the removal of the emis- 
sions hardware; and getting rid of all 
those hoses and fittings considerably 
improves engine access for routine 
maintenance. The kit enables the 
removal of the stock air-injection 
manifolds, reed valves, the air switch 
valve, the liquid/vapor separator, the 
charcoal canister and about 20 feet(!) 
of neoprene hose. Not only is the bike 
more reliable and easier to work on, 
gone forever are the worries of gaso- 
line plugging the accursed charcoal 
canister. 

Though the Keihin CR Specials are 
claimed to work with the Ninja's 
single throttle cable, experience 
showed that on occasion the slides 
would momentarily hang open: a 
result of manifold vacuum when the 
throttle was closed. To combat this 
tendency, the bank of carburetors is 
fitted with a strong return spring — 
which translates into much greater 
effort to hold the throttle open. How- 
ever, in spite of Keihin's macho return 
spring, the CRs would still hang 
open with frightening regularity. 

Fortunately, the Keihin CR Spe- 
cials are fitted with the linkage for a 
push-pull throttle. For the Attack. 
Ninja, a suitable push-pull throttle 
was transplanted from a crashed 
Honda CM400; the exact model and 
year aren't important: a local cycle 
salvage yard should beable to supply 
asimilar used throttle housing, switch 
cluster, cables and wiring harness for

Being a motorcycle journalist, I've had the 
chance to ride many different brands, types 
and sizes of motorcycles each year. Unfortu- 
nately, I always have to return test motorcy- 


cles to their manufacturers; but 
every now and then, I get a 
motorcycle I get attached to, 
and can't bear the thought of 


returning. A case in point is the 1985 
XR350R Honda. 

Six months ago, I received the XR 
to test and I immediately knew I 
could never give up this motorcycle. 
So I bought it. Since then, the XR 
and I have been through many high 
points and very few low points to- 
gether. The XR might not be the best 
suspended motorcycle in the world, 
nor have the most powerful motor 
around, but this motorcycle found a 
special place in my heart. 

Four-stroke motorcycles as a group 


have never really impressed me, since 
I've grown up racing and trial-riding 
two-strokes. I like having lightweight, 
powerful motorcycles, and two-strokes 
have always provided for me. When it 
comes to four-strokes, I figure if you 
want power, you have to ride some- 
thing with 500cc or more, but they're 
too heavy. If you want a lightweight 
four-stroke, such as a 200cc or a 
250cc, you sacrifice horsepower. But 
the Honda XR350 falls between these 
two Categories. 

I realized this the first ume I ever 
rode the XR. It has decent horse- 
power, and it’s light enough to throw 
around in the turns or climb over 
rocks. In fact, I was so much impressed 
by the way it performed, that when I 
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Reliability is one of the XR's best features. The only problem we ever had is 
when two bolts backed out of the plastic chain guide. 





had the chance to ride the ISDE qual- 
ifier in Trask, Oregon, I figured I had 
the best chance to do well on the XR. 

At Trask, my XR was totally box 
stock, except I had to add a rear view 
mirror and a horn to pass tech inspec- 
tion. I didn't change fork oil, fiddle 
with the shock's damping and pre- 
load adjustments, replace handlebars 
— anything! And what did my XR 
and I get out of the race? A silver 
medal. 

The Trask qualifier took two days, 
covering over 200 miles. It's a fast-as- 
you-can-go, check-to-check race, 
without having any time at all to 
maintain the motorcycle, except for 
any few minutes gained by arriving 
early at a check. That's the only time 
I could work on the motorcycle with- 
out losing any time and points; that 
didn't matter, because I never had to 
work on it. 

To do well in a qualifier, you must 
ride the motorcycle as hard as you can 
for the duration of the race, and hope 
the bike doesn't break. It's an excel- 
lent way to test a motorcycle's per- 
formance and reliability, as well as 
the rider's ability to zig-zag through 
trees and rocks and ride fast over dif- 
ferent types of terrain. I was very 
impressed with the XR350. It did 
everything I wanted it to do. 

The XR had plenty of power to 
carry me up any hill I encountered, 
through mud and down long straights 
as fast as I needed, or could. Only on a 
few occasions I felt I could have used 
more power on top, when jamming 
up a long, sandy uphill. The Trask 
qualifier consisted mostly of tight 
switchback turns through trees, some 
wide-open dirt roads, rocks, stream 
crossings and mud, all of which the 
XR handled with ease. The only 
problem I encountered on Day One 
was entirely my fault when I mis-read 
an arrow and momentarily got lost. It 
cost me one minute (60 points). 

While those were the only points I 
lost on the trail, my special test times 
on a grass special test track (a moto- 
cross course) weren't to my liking. 
The first test, I crashed when I slid 
out on the dewy grass. My second test 
of the day was fair. 

Immediately after the finish of a 
day, all motorcycles are impounded, 
and riders can't touch them until 10 
minutes prior to the start the next 


morning. That gave me just enough 
time to clean the air cleaner; it's a 
breeze on the XR. All it takes to 
remove the sidepanels is twisting two 
wire-equipped dzus fasteners on each 
sidepanel; squeezing two wire clips 
on the element allows it to be removed; 
the whole job took me about three 
minutes. 

At the start of each day in a quali- 
fier, the rider must start up his bike 
and ride the bike 60 feet under its own 
power within 60 seconds, or else the 
rider loses 60 points. It was at the start 
of Day Two that the XR let me down 
for the first and only time. It just 
wouldn't start. I had to push it the 60 
feet and lost 60 points. All of a sud- 
den, three minutes later, it fired right 
up. I quickly mounted the XR and 
rode like a madman, hoping to reach 
the first check on or before my min- 
ute. I made the check right on my 
minute and made the second check a 
few minutes before. The rest of the 
day went flawlessly and I didn't lose a 
single point. When the final points 
were tallied, it came down to this: If I 
hadn't gotten lost or if my XR had 
started on time the second day, 
would've picked up a gold medal. It 
was that close, and I was very much 
impressed with the XR. 

My next adventure on the XR350 
was a three-day excursion through 
the Rocky Mountains in Colorado 
with 20 other riders from the motor- 
cycle magazine industry, led by eight- 
time ISDE gold medalist Malcolm 
Smith. We covered over 250 miles, 
and the only modification I made to 
my XR after Trask was installing a 
new rear tire. 

The Rocky Meuntains are rugged, 
murder on motorcycles, but my XR 
took everything the Rockies had to 
offer. Rocks, of course, and extremely 
high altitudes were the major obsta- 
cles in the ride. I put 20 pounds of air 
pressure in each tire, filled the bike 
with gas and the XR was ready to go. 
I never had the time to jet the bike 
properly, so I left it at the stock set- 
ting. The highest altitude we reached 
was over 14,000 feet, and I was sur- 
prised that my XR motored up the 
-hills rather easily. It did cough and 
blubber slightly, but it was nothing I 
couldn't live with. 

Jagged rocks were everywhere. In 
some places, I couldn't even see the 








dirt of the trail — just rocks. The 
toughest trail we came across was a 
steep incline at 12,000 feet, covered 
with loose rocks. I got out of shape 
about halfway up and lost momen- 
tum, so I had to severely abuse the 
clutch and hold the throttle wide 
open as the XR and I inched our way 
up the hill. It was quite a battle, but 
we made it. I stalled the motor twice, 
and despite being in an awkward 
position on the hill, at that altitude, 
the Honda fired up both times on the 
first kick. For me, it's very important 
to have a motorcycle that starts easily, 
especially when you're way out in the 
middle of nowhere and far from a real 
toolbox. 

There were other times I had to lift 
the XR over rocks and logs, and it 
was just light enough. It is a little on 
the heavy side, nonetheless, but at 
least it’s not too heavy to have fun on. 
We came across some deep mud sec- 
tions that the XR had absolutely no 
problems through, and it' never 
thought about drowning out in the 
water crossings. 

It lasted through three days of ter- 
rible abuse unscathed. There were no 
cracks in the engine cases, the exhaust 
pipe wasn't dinged, the clutch didn't 
slip, itran ascrisp as ever and nothing 
was bent. The XR is a tank. 

The latest adventure I had on the 
XR was an enduro in southern Cali- 
fornia that featured a variety of ter- 
rain, and once again, my XR was 
unprepped — still box stock. 

The first 40 miles of the enduro 
had canyon-type riding on hard- 
packed ground with excellent trac- 
tion. Switchbacks, uphills, downhills, 
narrow trails, fire roads and sand 
washes were no problem on the XR. 
It turns so well, and, combined with 
the torquey motor and good suspen- 
sion, it's easy to maintain a fast pace, 
which gave more time to concentrate 
on my time keeping. 

Ihe second 40-mile loop was 
mountainous, including narrow, side- 
of-mountain trails, rocks and snow. 
The smooth, torquey power the 
XR350 delivers makes negotiating 
tight, rocky, trials-type sections a 
breeze, while its rather-small overall 
size makes it easy to maneuver. An 
ice-covered hill near the end of the 
enduro gave me and many other rid- 
ers one heck of a time to reach the top, 
but I felt lucky to be on the XR. The 
problem here was traction, or the 
lack of it. Everybody had to get off 
their bikes and push with the engine 
running, while feathering the clutch. 
The XR's motor provided maximum 
amount of traction and was noticeably 
better than some of the two-strokes 
around. I eventually made 1t to the 
top — many didn t. 

When it comes to good ol' fun after 
work, or weekend trail riding, I feel 
the XR350 is nearly impossible to 
beat. Its puts out excellent low-end 
and midrange torquey-kind-of power- 
er, has a plush suspension, good 
handling. It isn't too heavy to throw 
around and lift over logs or rocks. It's 
super reliable, usually starts on the 


first or second kick when hot (a few

Made the Way: 


Harley-Davidson 


By Bruce Newton 


York, Pennsylvania 1s deep in the heart of 
Harley-Davidson territory. For although 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, is the traditional 
home of H-D, where it was founded by 


William S. Harley and the 
Davidson brothers, William A., 
Walter Sr., and Arthur back in 
1903, York 1s where the final 


product now rolls off the line. 

Milwaukee is still where the vener- 
able V-twin engines are designed and 
built along with transmissions, while 
the town of Tomahawk in the same 
state is where the fiberglass products 
are made. 

But the historical city of York, 
established late in the 18th century, is 
where these pieces and many others 
come together to create the last 
truly American brand of motorcycle. 

It is by no means an outstanding- 
looking factory, just a low, large ser- 
ies of white buildings with “Harley- 
Davidson York” painted across the 


wall nearest U.S. Highway 30. 

Nor is it inside, an enormously 
exciting place. 

Considering the building's vintage, 
that's not surprising. It was put up in 
the '40s as a Naval ordinance depot, 
and later acquired by industrial giant 
AMF. 

That company built bowling ma- 
chines and snowmobiles on the 286- 
acre site until theacquisition of H-D, 
and the shift there of final assembly 
was completed in 1974. 

The decision to shift resulted from 
the motorcycle boom. Before going 
to York, the company was producing 
14,000 motorcycles a year; by the end 
of the decade, that figure had swelled 
to 50,000 annually. 

When H-D reverted to private 
ownership in 1979, it kept the York 
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Giant machines in the process of producing parts for Harley-Davidson 


motorcycles at their York plant. 


facility. Currently, about 1200 people 
work there, out of a total company 
staff of 3000. 

The factory lacks the robotics of 
the ultra-modern Japanese plants. In 
fact, the age of the machinery would 
see it nestling in happily among vete- 
ran car plants. 

The lack of up-to-the-minute 
equipment aptly demonstrates Harley- 
Davidson's biggest problem as a pri- 
vate company — money. The finan- 
ces simply aren't there to upgrade the 
plant to today's sophisticated levels. 

Harley is making do with whatit's 
got. It's a problem which has also 
bedevilled the company's develop- 
ment of the Tri-Hawk three-wheeler, 
the Porsche-designed V-four Nova 
and the efforts of the racing team. 

“If it works properly, we'll use it,” 
explained tour guide Tom Budinger, 
referring to the older machinery in 
the plant. 

And according to Budinger, market- 


ing manager, parts and accessories 


worldwide, (or as he translates that to 
English — wearer of many hats), the 
plant is working exceptionally well 
at the moment. 

That has not always been the case. 
Reliability has long been the bugbear 
of Harley-Davidson motorcycles. 
However, several programs have been 
introduced at the York plant in an 
attempt to solve the problem, and 
appear to have succeeded. These 
include the Quality Audit Program, 
which randomly selects bikes as they 
roll off the line and gives them a tho- 
rough going over, plus a 25-mile spin 
around the company's mile-long test 
track at the back of the plant. If it 
passes, then off it goes to be crated 
and shipped. If it fails, then the prob- 
lems are fixed and all the same mod- 
els coming down the line are checked.

When the system was first intro- 
duced, all bikes were placed in lots of 
25 and one from each was tested; now 
only four or five a day are checked. 

The reason for the reduction is 
improved quality. The average pass 
mark is now in the 89-95% bracket. 

Another part of the drive for 
improved quality 1s Statistical Oper- 
ative Control (SOC). SOC puts into 
the operator's hands responsibility 
for his or her machine. The high and 
low points of a machine's production 
of quality parts 1s calculated on a 
graph, thus when a tool has to be 
sharpened or replaced, the time 1s 
known. 

“The operator can say, ‘Hey this 
needs to be sharpened now,’ even if 
the parts it’s turning out are still per- 
fect. He knows the time period," 
explains Budinger. 

H-D employees were initially train- 
ed in SOC by the University of Ten- 
nessee. Now they're so good at it they 
train people from other companies. 

Material As Needed is thelast part 
of this triumvirate. 

M.A.N. is aimed at keeping over- 
heads down, avoiding stockpiling of 
parts by having suppliers deliver parts 
on a daily or weekly basis as needed. 

If you think these ideas sound sim- 
ilar to those used in Japanese facto- 
ries, you're dead right! 

Budinger admits without blushing 
that these ideas are direct copies of 
H-D's Oriental competitors. Ironic? 
Look who is copying who for a 
change. 

But if you look outside in the 
workforce parking lot, it's obvious 
that admiration for Japanese produc- 
uon techniques don't extend to what 
rolls out of their factories.

Either you ride a Harley to work, 
or you just about don't ride. What 
few Japanese bikes there were stood 
out like sore thumbs. 


Sull, with workers being offered a 
2075 discount on retail price, there's 
plenty of incentive to ignore the 
imports and go home-grown. 


However, in one remote corner of 
the plant there are a curious collec- 
tion of Hondas, mainly a CB and 
XL125S. Surely Harley isn't thinking 
about getting back into the commu- 





ter market and is using these bikes for 
evaluation? 

No. They're just bikes used for a 
H-D-sponsored riding school. Sensi- 
ble, really. Could you imagine some 
nervous 16-year-old novice trying out 
on a full-dresser? The results could be 
disastrous! 

Even if such a disaster did occur in 
one of the York factory-parking-lot- 
held schools, at least the destroyed 
parts would be quickly replaced. They 
should be, as aside from the Moe: 
mentioned engines, transmissions and 
fiberglass, virtually everything else is 
made on the property. 

And much of what is made is done 
by hand. The: delicate task of pin-

striping is achieved by placing the 
tank, fender, etc. on a mold and run- 
ning the paint tube(s) around the 
edge of the mold. 

Simple. And if you make a mistake 
— just wipe it off and start again. 

Welding is still a hands-on job, as 
is wheel-lacing, but the chroming is 
computer controlled, with the elec- 
tronic brain determining just how 
long any certain piece of metal should 
be immersed in the tank. 

But the people tend to dominate 
here at York, and there're so many 
different types of them. Men, women, 
black, white, hispanic, oriental —a 
real multi-cultural mix. Many of this 
wide range of people, usually stand 
or sit along the computer-scheduled 
U-shaped conveyor system putting 
together motorcycles. 

It is a fascinating process watching 
a naked frame grow into a full-blow 
Liberty Edition. Tour-Glide, for 
example. 

There is no particular run for a 
particular model. The 30,000 or so 
machines which will go through this 
year, will do so seemingly at random. 

A tag on the front of each frame 
identifies the model it will become, 
perhaps an FLHT, then an FXRT 
Is carried along four feet above the 
ground, then perhaps the bare bones 


of one of the new 833 XLHs. Gradu- 


ally a motorcycle emerges, as trans- 
mission, engine, suspension, elect- 
rics, wheels, tank and fenders go on. 

Complicating the process, the line 
workers must check whether the bike 
being put together is a U.S./Cana- 
dian or West German-specification 
bike. All foreign bikes (about 10% of 
total production) are built to the 
West German standard — the tough- 
est in the world. If a bike can pass that 
one it can pass all the others. 

Anyway, after coming off the line 
complete except for seat, the bike 
goes through the roll test, which 
checks such things as timing, brakes, 
shifting, transmission and electrics. 

If something wrong is detected, 
whether it be as small as a faulty 
blinker or as bad as a rattle in the 
cylinder head, then the bike is ship- 
ped off to the "hospital." 

There the part is replaced — not 
fixed — replaced. And the affected 
Item is examined to find out what the 
problem is, plus all other similar 
machines are checked for the problem. 

Then the machine undergoes a 
final cosmetic inspection, is crated if 
everything is okay,and shipped. 

Hold it... The Quality Audit 
Team have their crack at the big V- 
twins here, grabbing a few randomly 
as they are just about to be crated.

New life at 








Harley 





"It's been very tough, but we've survived. I 
can't say we've prospered, but I think it's a 


major accomplishment." 


Vaughn L. Beals, Jr., Chairman of the 


Board and Chief Executive 
Officer of Harley-Davidson 
Motor Co., relaxes in an arm- 
chair in his office looking con- 


fident and healthy, just like the 
motorcycle company he runs. 

It's the end of a long day. The top 
button of his white business shirt is 
undone, the tie knot loosened. Beals 
has been playing catch-up today, 
after 10 days spent travelling across 
the country on a Harley-sponsored 
ride to raise money for the restoration 
of the Statue of Liberty. 


It’s doubtful that just a couple of 
years ago, Beals would have been able 
to find the time to get away from his 
desk at the Juneau Ave., Milwaukee, 
H-D headquarters for even one day, 
let alone 10. Back in 1981, Beals, 
along with 12 other company offic- 
ers, had contributed to a $60 million 
leveraged buy-back from H-D owner 
American Machine and Foundry 
(AMF) and set the company on an 
independent course once more. 

However, times were tough and 
the company spent both 1981 and 
1982 deep in the red, and it laid off 
1600 of 3000 employees. Harley- 
Davidson's share of the over-900cc 
market had slumped to just 5.2% in 
1981. 


Times are improving for the last 
remaining home-grown American 
motorcycle company, though. Small 
profits were reported in 1983 and 
1984 and will again be in 1985, while 
its market share has risen to 15%. 
While much of the return to profit 
can be attributed to successful defense 
subcontracting, it is also due to the 
big V-twins, which are gaining a 
reputation for quality and reliability 
lost during the years under AMF con- 
trol. The word quality, along with 
cost, is constant in Beals’ discussions 


about his motorcycle company. It has 
been since it went independent. 

"When we invested in the com- 
pany, we did so on the belief we could 
be quality- and cost-competitive with 
the Japanese," he says in his rolling 
Eastern accent. “That was really a 
statement of faith rather than having 
a lot of knowledge of how we were 
going to do that." 

It was an emotional decision tem- 
pered by the realization that the 13 
were putting their life savings into 
the business. 

Massive streamlining within the 
company, including the introduction 
of Japanese-style production tech- 
niques and new machinery, helped, 
but so did President Ronald Reagan. 
Harley-Davidson convinced Reagan 
to sign in a five-year import tariff on 
over 700cc motorcycles in 1983. It 
gave the company much-needed 
breathing space from the onslaught 
of big-bore Japanese motorcycles,” 
says Beals. 

"I think the main gain from that 
(the tariff) was that it kind of stopped 
or slowed down the Yamaha/ Honda 
war and got everyone to go back and 
adjust their production schedules and 
stop making the problems worse," 
says Beals. 

"Everyone was concerned that 
Harley-Davidson would increase the 
cost of its motorcycles substantially 
and everyone was going to have to 
pay 20 to 30% more for their bikes. It 
turned out that in the first year of the 
tariffs, the imported heavyweights 
dropped 2% in price. ` 

"There's been very little tariffs paid 
because all the 750s become 699s, so 
they evaded the tariffs. Honda and 
Kawasaki moved all their assembly 
on-shore, so the only motorcycles 
that are subjected to the tariffs are 
more than 750s made by Yamaha and 
Suzuki.

"Japan has a tariff-free quota, 
probably around seven or 8000 motor- 
cycles, and they don't sell à whole 
bunch of motorcycles in that cate- 
gory anyway, so I don't think there's 
been much tariff paid — 1f any. 

"It hasn't affected the price of 
motorcycles. If you have a look, they're 
typically selling for 40% below what 
they were three or four years ago. The 
carryover models have been selling 
for 40 to 50% below what they were 
three or four years ago, so there's been 
heavy, heavy discounting to move 
that stuff. There's still a lot of it." 

There would have been more if 
there hadn't been tariffs though, con- 
tends Beals. “There seemed to be no 
self- restraint. built into the system, 
and I think this would have brought 
everything to a grinding halt. 

"It's been tough anyway," he says. 
"Competing with heavily discounted 
stuff like 750 Viragos for instance, 
that sold for $3000 three or four years 
ago, which is now selling for $1600 or 
$1700. That's bad. God knows what 
it would have been like if they'd kept 
on filling up their warehouses. 

"I think the tariff provided some 
encouragement in some very difficult 
times to the financial institutions 
that support us, because someone 
finally said “whoa, business is not 
going to get worse, it is going to get 
better'." 

The tariff ends in April 1988, and 
Beals says Harley needs the full five 
years to be in a competitive position. 

“Thats why vou hear me talk 
about quality and cost, and that's 
what we're really pushing hard on. 
Our objective is, by April '88, we will 
be in a position to say we are quality 
and cost competitive. We are very 
close to quality-competitive, if not 
ahead, of our foreign competition, 
but that's a very hard thing to mea- 
sure. We're not cost-competitive yet. 
We haven't achieved cost parity.” 

Harley will want to be, asserts 
Beals, because he fears another rush 
by the Japanese to clog the market 
once more and cites the current three- 
and four-wheeler boom as an exam- 
ple of their marketing philosophy. 

"I here's got to be enough capacity 
to make enough three-wheelers for 
every man, woman and child in the 
world and four-wheelers right behind 
that,” he asserts. 

"Some of these things tend to be 
faddish and manufacturers tend to 
increase production and everybody 
wants to get in on the act and they kill 
each other.” 

That, of course, has been a prob- 
lem for Harley, with the Japanese 
factories aiming their cruiser-styling, 
sometimes right down to the tank 
badge. 


"Ihey're not very creative," says 
Beals. “The press has pretty well 
characterized their look-alikes as 
Harley clones. It would be kind of 
nice if they developed their own style. 
I guess we're flattered that they've 
copied us, but we've had enough flat- 
tery to last a lifetime!" 

While the Harley look which the 
Japanese have tried to capture has 
changed only subtley in recent times 
and will continue to do so, under- 
neath the skin major changes have 
happened and are planned. The Evo- 
lution motor and belt drive system 
are both successes, and the much- 
publicized Porsche-developed Nova 
V-four motor is the next major step. 

And that is where the reality steps 
in, in the form of the $20 million 
necessary to build it. An amount 
which is not that readily obtainable 
for a company which produces less 
than 40,000 motorcycles a year and 
lacks 1n capital. 

“The V-four is remaining static 
mainly because we've got develop- 
ment to such an advanced stage, 
we ve got to have tooling to go to the 
next step, and that's a major capital 
investment right now." 

Half of the amount is easy to raise, 
but the other half is difficult, explains 
Beals. If it all comes together tomor- 
row, Nova would be ready to go in 
two year's time. 

"We'd love to do it, but it’s not as 
important a priority as improving 
quality and cost of the V-twins, and 
that's why the capital we have is 
going in that direction rather than 
going into Nova." 

The three-wheel sports car Tri- 
Hawk, which Harley bought the 
rights to last year, reputedly at a gift 
price, has also been stalled through 
lack of capital. But why would Harley- 
Davidson choose to involve itself in 
such a project at this time? 

"We think it's a super concept," 
explains Beals. '"This country doesn’t 
offer a $10,000 sports car. Sports cars 
are now a $20,000 to $25,0000 invest- 
ment with power windows and air 
conditioning, which to me a sports 
car doesn’t make. 

“We really feel the time is right for 
a moderately priced car which han- 
dles well and performs well, and Tri- 
Hawk does that in spades.” 

Judging by the reception, the time 
is also right for the 883cc Sportster 
XLH, the new smaller Harley intro- 
duced with the 1986 range with a 
price tag under $4000. With the arri- 
val of the 883, the 1000cc Sportster is 
going and an 1100 has replaced it. 
The idea of the 883, says Beals, was to 
make Harley-Davidson motorcvcles 
more accessible. 

“A lot of guys couldn't get up the

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Willie G. Davidson, Harley-Davidson's Vice-President of Styling, stands in front of his work. 
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Imagine being born into motorcycling, being 
exposed to it from your birth, being part of a 
family that not only rides two-wheelers but 


also builds them. 


For Willie G. Davidson there 
is no need to imagine. This is 
his life. 

Davidson, or Willie G. as he 
is more commonly known, is Harley- 
Davidson Motor Co.'s Vice-President 
of Styling. 

He is also the grandson of one of 
the four founders of Harley-Davidson, 
William A. Davidson, who formed the 
company back in 1903 along with 
brothers Arthur and Walter 
Davidson Sr. and friend William S. 
Harley. 

Willie G/s father, William H. 
Davidson, was company president 
for nearly three decades., while Will- 
ie G. himself joined the Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin-based company in 1963. 


Now entering his 50s and having - 


spent more than two decades styling 
the famous V-twins, heacknowledges 
readily that it was inevitable he would 
join Harley-Davidson. 

“I think so. I used to be very inter- 
ested in the motorcycles my father 
rode home when I was a youngster 
and I went to race events and hill- 
climbs with my dad," he recalls. 

"When he came home with some- 
thing new I was always very much 
interested in itand when I got my first 
motorcycle at 15 (a 1947 Harley- 
Davidson two-stroke 125cc single), I 
immediately started to change it, paint 
it, chrome it, and that was an exten- 
sion of my interest in rolling sculp- 
ture, as I like to call 1t." 

Davidson the younger didn't join 
the-ranks at Harley straight out of 
high school though, as some other 
companies' president's sons have been 
known to do. Aware from early on 
that his interests lay in designs work, 
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he spent some time in the Fine Art 
School at the University of Wisconsin, 
then to compliment that, earned a 
degree in Industrial Design from the 
Art Center College of Design in Los 
Angeles, California. 

"From there I designed for an inde- 
pendent design house for a few years. 
I did some design on automobiles, 
refrigerators, outboards, furniture and 
whatever.” 

In 1963 he got the call from his 
father to return to Milwaukee and set 
up H-D's styling department. 

"When I came aboard we had a lot 
of activities that needed a good answer 
as far as appearance goes and there 
really wasn't a formal design depart- 
ment or styling area,” says Willie G. 
“The company was using some out- 
side freelance which included some 
work I was doing and it was deter- 
mined by my dad and myself that we 
needed a full-time department to keep 
the look, in capital letters. 

“That’s really become important 
to the marketing of this company. 
There are certain visuals about a 
Harley-Davidson that a lot of people 
around the world react to and it's an 
important thing that we should main- 
tain." 

So for the last 22 years, Davidson 
and his small staff, cubby-holed in a 
corner of the Juneau Avenue plant, 
have been styling Harleys with that 
special feel. A feel that he struggles to 
put into words. 

“The essence of feeling is so im- 
portant," hesays emphatically. “You 
can't put it in a computer and I can't 
describe it, but it's myself and my 
people's what it's all about. 

"It's a soul thing and it's the way 
we go at it. Whenever we do some 
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new casting or piece we do it full 
scale. We den't spend a lot of time 
making funny four-color renderings 
and all this and that because a motor- 
cycle has so. many little pieces of 
jewelry and hardware, that it's diffi- 
cult to deal with in a sketch medium. 

"We've got a machine shop right 
downstairs from here, so when we get 
in the area of triple clamps or forks or 
things like that, we just make them 
and then we modify them, we cut them 
or weld them or change them depend- 
ing on what test results show." 

Davidson points out that he doesn't 
have a free hand in the design of a 
Harley. His department works very 
closely with engineering and some- 
times there have to be compromises 
made. 

"It's a tug of war sometimes, but 
we're not totally at each other's 
throats, which would not be produc- 
tive," says Davidson. 

One area in which the two depart- 
ments have had to work hard to 
retain the distinct Harley-Davidson 
look is the side air-box and the stag- 
gered same-side pipes. 

Federal noise laws due for intro- 
duction in January 1986 see limits 
drop to 80 decibels, which, as David- 
son explains, to keep noise down and 
"keep performance relative to intake 
and exhaust, you want free-flowing 
areas, which means bigger and bigger 
mufflers and bigger and bigger air- 
cleaners. 

'"We worked hard and spent a lot of 
time to keep our power where it's 
good useable torque and horsepower 
and to maintain what we know 1s so 
important in the market place.” 

Theair-box nestling between the V 
and the staggered pipes is vital to the 
image of Harley-Davidson, but even 
more basic to that look is the V-twin 
motor. It is the basis of any Willie G. 
Davidson design. 

"We always try to embelish it, 
make the motor as attractive as we 
can. This is maybe a different ap- 
proach from companies that want to 
enclose an engine. 

“I prefer to have the engine as a 
work of art, have it expressed. There 
are also certain basics as far as fend- 
ers, tanks, and chassis go that are 
really a blend of tradition, while at 
the same time we strive to have the 
latest in manufacturing procedures 
and efficiency of manufacture. 

‘“We have never totally disregarded 
our history; that wouid be a mistake 
in my view. 

'"There's a certain American look 
about a Harley that's been more evo- 
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lutionary than revolutionary and I’ve 
tried to preserve some of that. 

“I guess what I’m talking about is 
thelook that some of our competitors 
around the world are trying to achieve. 
“You’ve seen a rush of these customs 
in the last three or four years, so it's 
important for me to keep what's so 
important to us and try and be a step 
ahead." 

It's vital for Harley that Davidson 
keeps a step ahead, as the Japanese 
imitation Harleys at one stage threat- 
ened to decimate the last American 
motorcycle company's vital over-900cc 
market. | 

But how does Willie G. himself 
feel about these Japanese Harley 
copies? Compromised, complimented, 
disgusted? 

"I don’t know how to answer that; 
I’ve tried many times," he says in an 
almost sad tone. “You can look at it 
both from a positive and negative 
way — you really can. 

"] guess I'm pleased so many peo- 
plein the world like the way a Harley- 
Davidson looks. I have to admit that, 
I guess.I’m not pleased that our terri- 
tory wasn't left alone. In other words, 
every designer for himself, let's solve 
the problem through creative methods 
rather than plagiarizing.”’ 

"It must be hard for some of those 
(Japanese) designers,” he continues. 
"Take the new Honda Rebel 250. 
They must have told a crew of crea- 
tive people who are in a job like I do, 
to just walk across the street and buy 
a Wide-Glide and just make it identi- 
cal. To me, that sort of thing to a 
designer would be a criminal act. 

“If I have the charter of being crea- 
tive, I wouldn't want somebody just 
telling me to go over to your garage, 
take what you've been working on, 
go and tool it up and manufacturer 
it. I guess that’s what some of them 
are doing." 

Although he admits to liking the 
look of a few Japanese motorcycles 
(the Suzuki Intruder custom and 
GPz900R Ninja are two which he 
admires; the gadgetry of the big tour- 
ers such as the Aspencades and Caval- 
cades he struggles to accept, however. 

"When I'm out on the road I don't 
want any telephone calls and my 
stereo 1s at home. I kind of like the 
wind and the scenery.” 

Two things which Davidson gets 
to appreciate often, as he is an ardent 
road rider. 

In fact, he recently completed a 10- 
day across-America ride in aid of the 
restoration of the Statue of Liberty. 
He took an ever-swelling group from 
L.A. to New York through the south- 
ern states, while H-D Chairman 
Vaughn L. Beals took another group 
across the northern states. 

Davidson had a great time, riding 
and meeting fellow riders and Harley- 
Davidson enthusiasts. 

“The group got bigger as we went 
east and on the final day going into 
the statue I think we covered three- 
quarters of the New Jersey Turnpike 
— several thousand motorcycles. It 
really was a very moving experience, 
being followed by all these Harleys. 
It was great!” 

Davidson says he has worked hard 
to maintain a one-on-one relation- 
ship with riders despite the inevitable 
pressures of his position. It is notice- 
able that his office lacks any secretaries 
and he tries to answer all letters per- 
sonally. 


Davidson explained the necessity 
for maintaining that human contact. 

"We are in the sports/hobby busi- 
ness and I think to really understand 
our business you've got to ride motor- 
cycles and to even understand it bet- 
ter, become friends with the people 
who use our product rather than 
being distant with them. 


“I prefer to have a good strong re- 
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lationship and I guess that's mainly 
because I enjoy the sport very much. 

"During my free time I'm out on 
my bike, it's kind of a total involve- 
ment, my wife and my children are 
all involved in this thing and when 
we take a vacation we go on our 
motorcycles.” 

Willie G.'s son William has not 
only taken to motorcycles, but also to 
H-D itself and currently works in the 
markeung department, becoming the 
fourth-generation Davidson to work 
for the company. 


However, that’s the total family 
involvement at the moment. There is 
absolutely no one from the Harley 
side involved at all. Does that sadden 
Davidson? 

"I think these things evolve," he 
says philosophically, ‘““There area lot 
of members of both families that 
maybe don’t have the intrinsic interest 
my son Bill and I have. While they 
have had the opportunity to be here, 
they elected to go into their own areas 
of interest that maybe had nothing to 
do with motorcycles. 

"Believe it or not," he says only 
half jokingly, “there are people in 
the world who don’t love motorcy- 
cling — I can’t imagine it, but there 
are some.” 

Not around the Davidson house- 
hold though! There’s even a 1912 V- 
twin (the first Harley with a clutch 
mechanism, sitting on an Oriental 
rug in the family room, while a col- 
lection of some of his favorite H-Ds 
are around about with several at the 
office. 

A couple of the bikes which he 
worked on which are in his personal 
collection include the 1971 Low Rider 
and the ’77 XLCH Cafe Racer, and he 
professes they are among his favorites. 
Ask for one favorite, though, and he 
won't be able to answer vou. 

Go the other way and ask if there 
was ever a Harley which he wished he 
could take back to the drawing board 
and the answer is similarly negative. 

“While trying not to sound like a 
miracle worker,I don't think we ever 
came up with a total flop as far as 
new products are concerned, just be- 
cause of our evolution-rather-than- 
revolution philosophy. 

"Maybe we're not the quickest to 
make a major engineering or tooling 
change, maybe that philosophy 1s 
why we've survived a couple of wars 
and depressions." And as far as David- 
son is concerned, will survive a lot 
longer with him in there for as long 
as possible. After all, his commit- 
ment to H-D 1s not only through 
family; he put in a bundle of his own 
money and became a part-owner in 
the buy-back from AMF in 1981. 

And his investment is being reward- 
ed, says Davidson. “I can't tell you 
about the '88s and '89s. I can’t tell you 
about the product-planning brain- 
storming sessions and that's very ex- 
citing stuff to me, and it’s ever chang- 
ing. It's not monotonous because we 
work hard for our piece of the market 
and we have very tough competition." 

The future includes the Nova V- 
four, an engine which, if it makes it 
to production, will, he says, be mar- 
keted totally separately from the V- 
twins. But will that future include 
Willie G., and if so, for how long? 

"I've been here for 22 years and I 
really wouldn't know what to do if I 
weren't totally involved down here. I 
have no desire to go to Florida or retire. 

“Those are negative words to me. 
I’ve been very lucky because my hobby 
and my job are really married and 
they have become one, and my family 
and friends are all involved in this 
thing. 

“So really I have no idea when I 
would not be here. And," he says 
concluding, “I hate to even talk 
about it.” *?

The aggressive champion 


Two-time AMA Formula Two National 
Champion Don Green and Formula Two 
road racing in general could well echo what 
comedian Rodney Dangerfield has made a 


living from saying: “‘I don't get 
no respect." While Formula 
One and Superbike get the bulk 
of attention and coverage it’s 
more often than not the Formula 


Two riders who provide the most: 


competitive and aggressive racing. 
Greene, 23, of Novato, California, 1s 
the best of the current crop and work- 
ing on getting better. 

Off the track it isn’t too hard to 
gauge the fire that burns within the 
blond-haired Greene. He is very cas- 
ual in his manner, but you can sense 
what is going on behind the blue eyes. 
His idea of relaxation in the off- 
season is competing in a motocross 
series. 

“I like to race motocross because it 
helps me to keep in shape both physi- 
cally and mentally," says Greene. 
"I'm riding the 125cc Pro class in the 
(CMC) North American Winter MX 
Series (1n California) with the back- 
ing of the same sponsors who are 
behind my road racing. I ride the 
125cc class because to do good you 
have to ride more aggressively than 
with a bigger bike which has more 
power. Aggressive riding on the track, 
whether in road racing or motocross 
is a major key to winning." 

Greene has parlayed his formula 
for success of aggressive riding tem- 
pered with consistency into back-to- 
back championship titles and hopes 
to make it three in a row in 1986. 
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in Greene's favor. His 1982 and '83 
seasons were exercises in frustration 
with brilliant showings overshad- 
owed by dismal stretches of poor 
showings. Through it all, Greene 
kept his composure secure in the feel- 
ing that things would get better 1f he 
hung in there. He was right, but 
nothing comes easy. 

“I had a better bike this year than I 
did for the 1984 season, but last year 





there were more top 250 riders to con- 
tend with. This year there was really 
only Rich Schlachter and Wayne 


Rainey of Mac Lean Racing to deal 


with, but their organization and 
equipment was top-notch. Racing 
against both of them gave me a 
chance to pick upa lot of little things 
because both have raced the 250cc 
GPs in Europe. If anything, I'd say 
1985 was a year in which I gained a 
lot of experience.” 

Included in that experience was a 
trip to the Belgian GP where Greene 
found out just how different the rac- 
ing can be. 

“The biggest problem,” said Greene 
of his GP trip, “was that I wasn't as 
prepared as I would have liked to 
have been because we didn't have a 
lot of time for testing. I qualified 29th 
in a very tight field—which I was 
very happy about— and had moved 
up pretty good before crashing out 
when the tires—which I was totally 
unfamiliar with —went away two laps 
from the finish. The biggest eye- 
opener was the equipment the riders 
had, the amount of outside major 
sponsorship and the professionalism 
of the racers.” 

Greene's trip to Belgium was backed 
by sponsor Francis De Groof, a Bel- 
gian and owner of Eurocycle, an 
import company in San Francisco 
dealing in exotic and/or hard to 
obtain European motorcycles. Greene 
also receives help from Champion, 
Dunlop, Arai, Bates, Moto-X Fox, 
Red Line Oil and Rick Gould of 
Engine Research Company of San 
Leandro (California) who ‘provides 
Greene with racing fuel. “Udo Gietl, 
George Ellis and everybody in the 
Honda racing program have been a 
very big help," Greene is quick to 
also point out. 

Roland Cushway is the man behind 
the machinery, the tuner who, Greene 
says, "squeezes out every last fraction 
of horsepower hecan and that's impor- 
tant in a class where the difference 
between winning and being an also- 
ran is usually decided by just that 
fraction." 

Greene's involvement with sports 
began at about age 10 and he worked 
his way through basketball, football, 
baseball, soccer, and hockey before a 
road race where ''seeing Kenny 
Roberts come from the back of the 
pack to win”’ gave him the idea to see 
what motorcycles were all about. In 
Don's case, that meant “being Ricky 
Racer and getting traffic tickets, so I 
decided (in 1978) to turn my Yamaha 
RD400 into a race bike and do my 
speeding on the track." 

The next plateau 1n Greene's career 
came in 1981 when he convinced his 
parents to buy hima Yamaha TZ250G 
and move out of the club road racing 


ranks. He was the top-ranked Novice 
in AMA competition that year. In 
1982, Greene bought a new TZ and 
began a two-year roller coaster ride of 
ups and downs which included a few 
hard crashes. The times were made 
more tolerable by fifth place finishes 
in the Formula Two Championship 
Series final standings in both seasons. 

“The 1982 and '83 seasons were 
learning sessions and what I got out 
of them I put to use in 1984 and won 
my first title. 

“This year I had my most success- 
ful season and worked harder than I 
ever have. I adapted to the change 
from Yamaha to Honda and came up 
with top three finishes in all except 
one series race and that time I fin- 
ished fourth.” 

Greene spent the season chasing 
first Rainey and then Schlachter in 
the point- standings and didn’t take 
the series lead until the next-to-last 
race of the season. When the demise 
of Mac Lean Racing left Schlachter 
without a ride for the final round, 
Greene was home free and the pres- 
sure was off. 

“Consistency and not giving up Is 
what won the title," says Greene. “A 
lot of hard work by both myself and 
Roland went into this season and it 
paid off.” 

Greene’s hard work includes work- 
ing out at a health club he belongs to, 
lifting weights and taking an aero- 
bics class three times a week. “I don't 
do any dirt riding during the road 
racing season because I have a ten- 
dency to get a bit wild and crash. I 
love to water and snow ski—I used to 
race both so I'm right at home." 

Greene also spends time working 
for BMW in their program of intro- 
ducing dealers to new models at var- 
ious race tracks around the U.S. 

Presently, Greene is making two- 
fold plans for the 1986 season and 
hopes to add a major sponsor to back 
a Formula One program in conjunc- 
tion with his Formula Two title 
defense. 

"I'd really like to race both For- 
mula One and Two,” says Greene. 
"Ive gotten together a proposal to 
present to prospective sponsors and I 
hope things come together. There'sa 
good chance I'll go to one or maybe 
two GPs to get some more expe- 
rience. Like every road racer I know, 
I'd like to go for a World Champion- 
ship title someday." 

Greene is really just coming into 
his own. His mix of aggressive rid- 
ing, a knack for quick learning and a 
smooth, consistent style on the track 
mark him as one with the key ingre- 
dients for any rider who knows what 
he wants, where he is going and isn't 
afraid to work hard to get there. Don 
Greene is a rider to watch. ®

All this takes place eight hours a 
day, five days a week, 49 weeks a year. 
And vou get to see it, as Harley- 
Davidson runs two tours of the plant 
every weekday. 


Harley- 
Davidson's 
Museum 


A trip to Harley-Davidson's 
York Factory can.also be a trip 
back in time. For in a room 
(which would take you no more 
than 30 seconds to trot through) is 
arrayed the history of America's most 
famous motorcycle manufacturer. 
However, three hours is more like the 
time the average motorcycle enthu- 
siast would take to wander through 
the Rodney C. Gott Harley-Davidson 
Museum. 

Named after the then-Chairman of 
AFM, who opened it in 1977, the 
museum records some of H-D's high 
(and low) points. 

The original “Silent Gray Fellow’ 
is there. The height of 1903 motorcy- 
cling technology features a single- 
cylinder, three-horsepower motor 
housed in a spindly bicycle-inspired 
frame. 

Nearby sits a Cartier mini-replica, 
featuring diamond encrusted pedals; 
value, just $30,000 — and climbing. 

Some of the other interesting ma- 
chinery include the first V-twin; the 














1909 B model; the 1919 longitudinally- 
opposed-twin Sports model; the 1942 
XA, the only bike ever built by H-D 
using a shaft drive, it also had a flat 
twin motor; and the 1957 XL — the 
first of the Sportsters.- 

H-D has had the makings of a 
museum for many years, as it has 
long had a policy of keeping at least 
one machine from each year’s pro- 
duction run. 

Many of the machines are not on 
display, simply because there 1s no 
room in the museum, or they require 
restoration. So many valuable and 
unique motorcycles sit locked away 
in a climate-controlled warehouse at 
the back of the plant. 

Unfortunately, it's not part of the 
regular tour and getting these bikes 
onto public display is, sad to say, a 
low priority at Harley right now. 

Some of the machines. which did 
make it to the museum are curious 
choices, such as the not-particularly- 
popular 1970 XLH, of which a small 
blurb says (it featured) "the revolu- 
tionary boattail seat/fender. The 
electric-start Sportster was the most 
sought after bike of the early ’70s.”’ 

Desirable or not, the bikes on dis- 
play are in great condition, and have 
low miles too. A 1958 FL Duo-Glide 
had just 38 miles on the odometer! 

A77 XLCR? Just one measly mile. 
About the distance from the end ol 
production line to the museum. 

Theengineering and sporting her- 
itage of Harley-Davidson is not 
ignored either, with the Flathead, 
Knucklehead, Shovelhead, Panhead 
and V? Evolution (or Blockhead, as it 
has been christened) all on display, 
while the likes of Springsteen, Andres, 
Markel, Villa and Petrali have their 
feats in dirt track, road racing and 
record-setting recorded for posterity. 


Malcolm Forbes: Around the 
World on Hot Air and Two

“This book, as lavish and colorful 
as the voyages it describes, is an arm- 
chair adventure of unique appeal to 
every vicarious Phileas Fogg. The 
pictures alone (250 of them, most in 
full color), are worth the price of the 
ticket. The text, fascinating, witty 
and insightful, draws you along on 
Malcolm Forbes’ journeys until you 
feel like a member of his expeditions. 

"And what extraordinary ad- 
ventures they are! Whether it’s cross- 
ing America or attempting to span 
the Atlantic Ocean by balloon, or 
journeying by balloon and motorcycle 
through the Soviet Union, China, 
Egypt, Pakistan, Thailand, Malaysia, 
Europe, North Africa or the Artic 
Circle, Malcolm Forbes succeeds in 
doing something that is altogether 
rare in this world: he has fun—and 
here we share it to the hilt." 

I threw away my original review of 
Around the World... when I came 
across an ad for the book which 
appeared in The New Yorker maga- 
zine. The paragraphs above com- 
prised the bulk of the text for the ad. 
Believe me, the words are an outstand- 
ing example of ''truth in ad- 
vertising." 

My wifeand I have ridden with Mr. 
Forbes (he insists you call him 
Malcolm; I insist on calling him Mr. 
Forbes), and we've cruised with him 
on his yacht, The Highlander. The 
ad copy above talks of “things most 
of us only dream of” and one of the 
things my wife dreams of is riding in 
one of Mr. Forbes' hot air balloons. 
Two out of three ain't bad, and they 
showed us that the man 25 a non-stop 
dynamo when he is in pursuit of 
pleasure; I’m sure he's the same in the 
day-in, day-out business world. 

For years he's invited members of 
the motorcycle press to accompany 
him on rides, be they short one-day 
jaunts around his home/ business area 
of New Jersey and New York City, or 
on adventures such as those described 
in this new coffee-table book. 

If you do the smart thing and pur- 
chase the book, you'll find out as I 
did that enjoying it is akin to draw- 
ing a breath of fresh air. In fact, you'll 
feel the wind in your face when you 
ride along on two wheels, and the 
wind in your back as you sail along 
in a hot air balloon. In comparison, 
Travels With Charlie are mundane 
next to Travels With Malcolm. Oops, 
make that Travels With Mr. Forbes.

Compressing an event such as 
the Motocross des Nations into 
60 minutes of videotape is no 
mean feat. After all, just the 


three 30-minute motos themselves 
would easily fill 100 minutes of tape. 
But Gary Bailey, in his videotape 
entitled 1985 Motocross des Nations, 
has succeeded in weeding out the 
uneventful and brought us a tightly- 
edited and entertaining depiction of 
the West German-hosted race, which, 
in case you haven’t heard, the Ameri- 
can team won for the fifth year in a 
row. 

The “Professor” begins his video 
essay with panoramic views of the 
picture-postcard town of Schwaeb- 
isch-Hall, which served as the Amer- 
ican base of operations. Then he 
takes us to the race site in the hillsides 
of the village of Gaildorf, beginning 
with close-ups of each of the Ameri- 
can team members — David Bailey, 
Ron Lechien and Jeff Ward — as they 
signed autographs for the German 
fans. 

After a five-minute recap of the 
elaborate and colorful opening cer- 
emonies, Bailey goes straight to the 
mainstay of the tape — nearly 45 
minutes of action-packed race foot- 
age. He has beautifully photographed 
(from many angles) the tense battle 
among nations at the head of the 
pack, which involved Americans 
Ward and Bailey, 500cc World 
Champion David Thorpe of Great 
Britain, 250cc World Champion 
Heinz Kinigadner of Austria and 
Dutchman Kees ven der Ven, an order 
which changed from lap to lap in the 
early stages of motos one and two. 

For Lechien fans, the tape is a 
must; his wild ride through the pack 
in each moto on a 125cc machine, 
picking off the 250 and 500cc riders in 
droves, is in itself nearly worth the 
price of admission. Lechien's tussle 
with fellow 125cc rider Davey Strij- 
bos of Holland 1s among the high- 
lights. 

Bailey has also captured the mood 
change — from somewhat somber to 
ecstatic — in the winning American 
team from the outdoor victory celc- 
bration (held to satisfy the needs of 
journalists on a ught deadline) to the 
"real thing," which was held in the 
huge trackside beer tent later in the 
evening. 

If there is a stumbling block in the 
tape, 1t has to be in the total lack of 
rider interviews; we would gladly 
give up some of the race footage to 
hear a few choice words from the rid- 
ers. 


But all in all, the pricey tape (at 
$69.95) is well done and a satisfying 
way to spend an hour.

Clyde Denzer: 


American 


Racing Chief

Clyde O. Denzer just doesn't act like you 

would expect the chief of Harley-Davidson 

Motor Co.'s Racing Department to act. 
belying that top Sergeant Ironsides-style 


crew-cut he wears, Denzer seems 
to lack the autocratic air of the 
legendary Dick O'Brien, from 
whom he took over the top job 


in 1984. 

In fact, as Denzer admits, it would 
be hard to be autocratic even if he 
wanted to be, as the H-D race shop 
boasts just four employees these days, 
counting himself. 

That's way down from the legend- 
ary days of the '605, '70s and early '80s 
when the O'Brien-led team sw ept all 
before them on the Grand National 
circuit, most notably, of course, on 
the nation's dirt tracks. 

Denzer, an engineer who joined 
the team in 1960, had a taste of run- 
ning the race team in 1984, after 
O’Brien retired. But it was not a clas- 
sic season for H-D. Ricky Graham 
and Bubba Shobert took one-two for 
Honda, while the Japanese company 
also clinched the manufacturers’ 
championship. 

Atthe end of that, H-D announced 
it was pulling out of racing alto- 
gether and Denzer and his team faced 
the axe. However, a concerted effort 
by the dealer network saw racing 
stay, if on a much-reduced budget. 

That's why the race shop is look- 
ing sparse this year. Even the team’s 
two contracted racers, Jay Spring- 
steen and Scotty Parker, had to supply 
their own transportation and mech- 
anics for the privilege of being fac- 
tory riders. 

Torubsalt into the wounds, Honda 
once again won the Grand National 
Championship, this time thanks to 
Shobert. 

Denzer says he is not bitter at the 
Milwaukee company's decision to 


pull out at the end of 1984; after all, 
the team cost $750,000 to run that 
season. Big money for a manufac- 
turer walking the financial tightrope 
as Harley-Davidson is at the moment. 
Howev er, it still did bite — deep 

“I was hurt by it and I could recog- 
nize that a lot of other people were 
hurt by it. That is always the case 
when there 1s any reduction in work- 
force," he explains. 

"There re people that you like very 
much and vou've worked with them 
for a long time, they're friends instead 
of co-workers, so you hate to see it. 
But there was justification in that the 
company could not afford it. We tried 
at that time to find major sponsors, 
but by the time we realized that we 
were going to have such a cut, we 
were too late in the season and budgets 
had already been established. So then 
the dealers got involved with it and 
prompted management to reverse 
their decision and not drop racing 
altogether.” 

Of course, Denzer's problems 
wouldn't be so bad if Honda's mega- 
bucks weren't on the scene. In 1984, 
the new RS750 exposed Harley- 
Davidson's Veteran racer, the XR 750, 
for what it was — a 12-year-old 
design in need of an update. 

Denzer admits candidly that after 
1984 he didn’t expect a Harley to win 
one of the prestigious mile events this 
season, and if they did, it would be 
pure luck. 

But Springsteen's 40th career win 
at Syracuse and Parker's victories at 
the Indianapolis day race and at 
Sacramento indicated that while on 
reduced budget and manpower, the 
race department is still in there. 

A lot of effort has gone into the

cylinder head and cam area of the 
Harley 750 V-twin to improve the 
jump off the corners, where the Hon- 
das had been slaughtering the Amer- 
ican iron on the dirt mile ovals. 

"We've definitely seen some im- 
provement,” says Denzer, “I think 
Scotty Parker's finishes have indi- 
cated that we've made some gains, 
certainly not where we'd like to be, 
but we're crawling along, creeping 
along, making a few gains." 

Next up 1s a new engine. But that 
depends on finding a big outside 
sponsor so the company can finance 
motor development, an amount in 
the region of $250,000. While Denzer 
says a "coupleof sponsors have shown 
a great deal of interest," he won't go 
any further. But if the new OHC, 
four-valve-per-cylinder motor is to be 
ready for the 1987 season, a contract 
will have to be announced soon. 
“This fall," says Denzer. 

The new motor will be designed by 
Dutch-born Peitr Zylstra, the man 
responsible for the XR750 and one of 
three men under Denzer in the race 
shop. The others are Bill Werner, 
who spends much of his time on the 
road with Scotty Parker, whom he is 
contracted to work for separate to his 
race shop involvement. Werner works 
on the dyno when in Milwaukee. 
Also in the race shop is Jerry Riedel, 
whose prime responsibility 1s recon- 
ditioning cylinder heads. 

As he surveys his lonely kingdom, 
it’s not hard to imagine that Denzer 
might be annoyed at Honda’s tumul- 
tuous entry into the sport, which for a 
long time was Harley-Davidson’s 
private playground. 

The opposite is true. 

"T've seen some side effects which I 
dislike, but none the less I think 
competition is good. Without that, I 
don't think Harley-Davidson would 
be improving, so I think that it does 
help the sport,” he says. "It gives the 
spectators something more to go to 
the races for and after all, that's what 
this program is, a show, in effect, for 
the spectators. We need closeness in 
competition, we don't need anyone 
to be dominant, be it Harley-Davidson 
or Honda or any other company. You 
need a back-and-forth-type situation. 

“But for Harley-Davidson in par- 
ticular,” he adds, “no way — it hurt 
us. 

Honda's domination of not only 
dirt track but also road racing in the 
U.S. has prompted many people to 
consider just what can happen when 


a factory decides it wants to be number 
one, asserts Denzer. Harley-Davidson, 
for its part, he maintains, has always 
tried to help privateers and give them 


an equal chance. 

“We were accused of spending as 
much money as Honda, and I'm sure 
that we have," says Denzer. “But 
we've done it over a 30- or 40-year 
period, so I think there's a big differ- 
ence there. 

"Harley-Davidson has always been 
willing to share their information 
tips to permit the privateer an even 
chance with us when we raced as a 
factory team. I think the history books 
show that there were privateers who 
were winning nationals then as well." 

Basically, the Harley-Davidson race 
team has operated in 1985 as 1t once 
did, providing help for talented pri- 
vateers such as Carroll Resweber, the 
only four-time Grand National cham- 
pion. The team gradually evolved 
until everything was being done out 
of the Juneau Avenue-plant race shop. 

While he can see advantages in 
both systems, Denzer would like that 
direct control over the bikes back. 
"From a selfish standpoint, I think it 
works better that way, to have control 
on it. I think the type of equipment 
that gets to the race track each week 
you have a more secure feeling in 
because you watched it being assem- 
bled. 

"Now, you cross your fingers and 
hope everything is tight and they've 
done all the things they're supposed 
to have done." Happily, he adds 
“Obviously they do. They're having 
the performance and the results are 
showing that they can." 

Denzer thinks the factory effort 
will be the same in 1986 and he is sure 
the Harley bosses will not be think- 
ing about axing the team altogether 
again, despite Honda’s second cham- 
pionship in a row. 

“The fact that they won it two 
years in a row is not going to be that 
much of an influence on us," savs 
Denzer in a positive tone. "We've had 
lean times years before with the Tri- 
umphs when they were running and 
when Yamaha first came onboard 
with road racing and so on. I don't 
think that will have much bearing on 
what we do: our game plan will 
remain much the same. If we can find 
the finances, we will develop the new 
engine. If we can't, then we will just 
have to carry on with what we have, 
and I think there's certainly some 
gains in the present engine, also." e

about $25 — double that figure if you 
want to order new parts. To fit the 
throttle assembly to the Ninja, install 
the throttle and route the cables to the 
carburetors. You'll probably have to 
shorten the throttle cables to suit the 


Ninja; install the twist grip, route the 


cables the way they'll finally be in- 
stalled, and cut the cable/cable-sheath 
as required. New cable ends are avail- 
able at chopper/custom-bike shops 
(check Harley-Davidson dealers), and 
can simply be soldered onto the end 
of the cable. Cut the Ninja’s wiring 
harness from the stock switch cluster, 
and wire it to suit the new switch 
housing. 

Since the new push-pull throttle 
will positively pull the throttle closed, 
a lighter return spring can be used 
with the CRs. Don’t be tempted to 
stretch the stock spring; that only 
makes it weak for pulling the throttle 
the last bit of the way closed. With a 
push-pull throttle and a softer spring, 
the feel at the twist-grip rivals that of 
the stock setup. 


The exhaust system 

For any bike, improving the breath- 
ing ability of the intake tract 1s best 
appreciated when the exhaust system 
has been similarly modified. How- 
ever, the skin-tight bodywork of the 
Ninja means aftermarket manufac- 
turers are limited in creating com- 
plete header-and-muffler exhaust 
systems. Since retaining the center- 
stand, and having free access to the 
oil filter were priorities for the Attack 
Ninja, changes to the exhaust system 
were limited to a slip-on muffler 
system. 

The SuperTrapp slip-on mufflers 
for the 900 Ninja improve exhaust 
flow, as well as offering a five-pound 
weight savings over the stock mufflers. 
While a number of aftermarket manu- 
facturers now offer slip-on mufflers, 
the SuperTrapp mufflers are unique: 
both exhaust flow and sound level 
can be adjusted by altering the number 
of diffuser discs at the end of the 
muffler. 

The body of the mufflers is con- 
structed of a 3.5-in. drawn-aluminum 
tube, which 1s flared to a 4.0-in. bell 
at the output end. A steel adapter 
clamps onto the stock headerpipes, 
and terminates with an internal steel 
reverse-megaphone. The internal 
megaphone exits into a 2.0-in. perfo- 
rated steel core, which is surrounded 
by fiberglass to silence the exhaust 
pulses — all standard design for 
aftermarket mufflers. 

Unique to the SuperTrapps 1s the 


stack of diffuser discs bolted to the 
end of the muffler. These discs pre- 
vent the exhaust from exiting straight 
out the end of the pipe: instead, the 
exhaust is forced through the stack of 
discs. The discs serve three purposes: 
they provide a final baffling to the 
exhaust noise, allow a degree of tun- 
ing to match the flow requirements 
of the particular system, and direct 
the exhaust noise in a 360? circle. 


Since the exhaust gases flow through . 


the stack of discs, adding discs will 
increase exhaust flow (and noise). 
For street use, the omnidirectional 
exhaust flow is probably the most 
important feature: since the sound is 
sent in all directions (to both sides of 
the bike), the apparent sound level of 
the bike is much lower. The diffuser 
discs enable these mufflers to flow as 
much air as competing systems, while 
at the same time being much less irri- 
tating to the non-motorcycling world. 


Their tunability also means the . 


SuperTrapps aren't any louder than 
they have to be. For the stock Ninja, 
SuperTrapp recommends a stack of 
eight discs per muffler. Experimenta- 
tion with the Attack Ninja showed 
that 1] discs were about right for Kei- 
hin CR Special carbs fitted with air 
filters; 13 discs allow additional flow 
when those carbs are fitted with velo- 
city stacks. For trolling around town, 
the Attack Ninja wears air filters and 
runs 11 discs. 

Since the SuperTrapp mufflers are 
delivered with a brushed-aluminum 
finish, corrosion and maintaining 
their finish is a problem. An easy way 
to shine the mufflers is with a green 
Scotch-Brite pad sprayed with WD- 
40; gentle scrubbing with the pad re- 
stored the brand-new appearance to 
the mufflers and their end caps and 
gave them an attractive sheen. 

The SuperTrapp 900 Ninja muf- 
flers retail for $219.95; extra diffuser 
discs are available in a package of six 
for $9.95. As the mufflers age, their 
ftberglass packing will eventually 
blow out; kits are available to re-pack 
the mufflers for $5.95 (per muffler). 
Exhaust gasses will quickly soil the 
aluminum end-cap used to retain the 
diffuser discs; SuperTrapp offers 
polished stainless-steel caps that are 
much easier to care for at $9.95 each. 


The SuperTrapp mufflers are avail- - 


able for a variety of motorcycles from 
your local dealer. 
Other stuff 

When owners of GPz900R Ninjas 
began complaining that their engines 
were. running too hot, Kawasaki's 
solution was to fit a resistor in the 
temperature gauge’s electrical circuit. 
The resistor has a ceramic body, with 
solid wires protruding from each 
end. Over time, these solid wires will 
vibrate, fatigue, and break. When the 
temperature gauge on a Ninja stops 
working (and it will), this resistor is 
the first thing to check. It’s under- 
neath the gas tank, plugged into the 
wiring above the thermostat. 

Also in the wiring department, the 
wire to the oil pressure sensor is posi- 
tioned perilously close to the exhaust 
header (left side of engine). On occa- 
sion, this wire can fall against the 
header, melt, and short-out against 
the header — which turns on the oil 
warning-light. If the oil warning- 
light comes on for no good reason, 
check that wire; it's probably melted 
against the header. 

For better appearance, the stock 
windshield was replaced with a dark 
tinted shield (a Lockhart Smoke 
Screen; $44.95). The screws that retain 
the windshield fit into plastic nuts 
that are a press-fit into the inside of 
the fairing. Those nuts want to fall 
out of the inside of the fairing when 
the windshield is re-installed; a ten- 
dency that's easily solved by dabbing 
them with hot glue or five-minute 
epoxy. . e

Two-time national champion Scott Head 
(Beta) added another Schreiber Cup victory 
to his collection at the seventh annual pres- 
entation of VOTE's premier Expert/Support 


trial, the Schreiber Cup. 

For the second straight year, 
the trial’s namesake did not 
compete. It was Bernie Schrei- 


ber's 1979 World Championship that 
inspired his club, the Valley Observed 
Trials Enthusiasts, to create a diffi- 
cult national-to-world-level trial in 
his honor. America’s first off-road 
world champion was scheduled to fly 
-in from France four days after the 
event, accompanied by his wife, 
Yannick, the sister of former French 
and world champion Gilles Burgat. 
The Schreibers were married this 
past July in Albertville, France. 

In a trans-Atlantic call earlier in 
the week, Schreiber confirmed that 
he had finalized a contract to end his 
one-year retirement in world compe- 
tition. He'll be riding a Yamaha for 
the European distributor and Son- 
auto, the French Yamaha (and auto) 
importer. The contract teams him 
with his brother-in-law. The duo 
will also do a series of week-long 
schools next summer during a break 
in the world schedule. Schreiber 

„mentioned that he had hoped to also 


ride the American series in 1986, but 
could not arrange support with 
Yamaha here. 

Head topped runner-up Kip Webb 
(Beta) by 10 points as he tabbed a 41 — 
dropping an average of 1.7 points per 
section. (Entrants rode two laps of a 
12-section loop.) Both FIM and AMA/ 
NATC regulations suggest a one- 
point loss per section by an event's 
winner. Scott cleaned nine of his 24 
rides. 

John Robertson (Yam) dropped 61 
to take third. His failure to beat the 
national champion forced him to 
accept the ATA number two plate for 
the year. He had needed to win one of 
the final two trials to overtake the 
new ATA champion, Matt Pritchard; 
a Suzuki advertising executive and 
1985 ATA president, Pritchard took a 
red-eyed flight in from a New Orleans 
dealer presentation to check at the 
event. Under ATA rules, each rider 
has a one-time opportunity to receive 
first place points for checking. 
Robertson had already earned his 
credit; Pritchard elected to balance 
out the ledger. 

A recent returnee to southern Cali-

Angeles area before basing in Arizona 
with the SWM distributor and most 
recently, in Tennessee for the Fantic 
importer. He is currently employed 
by Kawasaki. Pyle, ranked 12th 
nationally, edged Dave Webster by 
one point. Webster was in second, 
five points off Head’s pace after the 
first loop, but his score ballooned on 
the final lap. 

Andy Saum, National number 11, 
took sixth with a 70. Behind him 
were two more Arizona riders, Bob 
Pennington, on the new Honda 
RTL250 single-shock, and Todd 
Roper. Roper, a wrestler at Arizona 
State, topped the Support class in 1984 
to win the Grencius Cup. VOTE 
initiated the Support award in mem- 
ory of the late Joe Grencius, a club- 
mate who won Support in 1982. 

Bruce Davis won the 1985 Support 
award with a 60, edging Howard 
Galbreath (PITS) by two points. 
Davis, a former ATA Expert, recently 
returned to the section wars at the 
Amateur level after a layoff. Davis 
registered seven of the 30 Support 
cleans. Both runner-up Galbreath and 
fifth-place finisher Rick Spruell 
managed five cleans. Ted Gansberger 
(PITS) took third with a 71. Another 
PITS rider, Jody Richison, finished 
fourth-with a 75.

Northern California's number 
one hillclimber, Tom Johnson, 
took an upset win in the Open 
Exhibition class at the llth 


Annual World Championship Hill- 
climb held over two days at DeAnza 
Cycle Park. After failing in his first 
attempt at the hill, Johnson came 
back 1n the second round and rode a 
totally different line up the left side of 
the hill to win. Though Johnson 
won the Open Exhibition class, event 
favorite Kerry Peterson won six of the 
seven classes to emerge the big winner 
of the weekend. 

Utahan Kenny Kimball blasted his 
four-cylinder Honda to a first-round 
fast time of 15.5 seconds, with Peter- 
son in second at 16.2 seconds. During 
the second round, the hill changed as 
fast as the finishing positions. After 
Johnson’s winning 14-second ride, 
the pressure was on Peterson, and 
through the early parts of the hill it 
looked as if he and his nitro-fuel- 
injected 1500cc Harley were going to 
deliver. His ride took him through 
the lights in 12.08 seconds — easily 


fast enough to win — but his rear 


wheel caught in a rut and threw the 
bike sideways and down. Peterson 
levered the bike up to try to clutch it 
over the hill, but the steel paddles 
simply dug a hole. Since he did not 
top the hill, his time was not counted, 
and Johnson took the win witha very 
pretty ride. Brothers Mel and Kenny 
Kimball took second and third, 
respectively. 

Peterson had better luck in the 
500cc Exhibition class where his 
Klemm Research-tuned, American 
Honda-sponsored CR500R topped the 
hill in 13 seconds to win the $3000 
Purse class. Calfiornia rider domi- 
nated the class with Carl Collier tak- 
ing second and Russ McCoy — the 
first rider over the Widowmaker ear- 
lier this year — third on YZ490s. 

The 500cc Altered Stock class was 
another class run on Sunday, the

Southern California's Team Sunset 
scooped the Formula Two class for 
middleweight motorcycles with its 
brand-new Champion Moriwaki-

Walt Nitto nearly took the overall 
win on the tight track, falling just 
four seconds short of outright victory. 

The race started poorly for Team 
Sunset. Carroll was slow away from 
the Le Mans start, while Adams 
quickly moved into the lead. How- 
ever, that didn't deter Carroll, a 26- 
year-old motorcycle mechanic, who 
quickly dropped the nimble 600 into

Nitto was confident he could pass, 
despite his horsepower disadvantage: 
“Iwas just waiting for him to make a 
mistake. I was sure I could get him, 
but I didn’t want to go by until late in 
the race." 

That came sooner than the 29 year- 
old expected though, the white flag 
signalling the last lap catching him 
by surprise. 

"Wing put on a real good move 
then to get some lapped riders between 
us and I knew right away that I 
wasn't going to be able to make up 
the ground before the checkered flag, 
said Nitto later. 

Team Manager Marcus Falley was 
happy with the Formula Two win 
and second overall, particularly as 
that included beating the current 
AMA/CCS U.S. Endurance Cham- 
pionship middleweight title-holders, 

Team Double Down, which finished 
sixth.

Dyck devours 
Salem arenacross

SALEM, OR, NOV. 29 

Canadian sensation Allan Dyck 
came all the way down from 
Vancouver, British Columbia 
to soundly thrash the 125cc Pro 


class at the first of two nights of 
arenacross at the Oregon State Fair- 
grounds. Dyck went 1-1 to win the 
125cc Pros, while Seattle area rider 
Scott Tyler took 1-1 tallies in two 
classes, winning the 250 and Open 
Pro contests. 

Several classes were overflow stat- 
us, which made for thrilling preli- 
minaries; such was the case in the 125 
and 250cc C classes. A 10-rider 125cc C 
consolation was well-loved by the 
chilled crowd and won by local Salem 
rider John Gregson (Team Taylor 
Kaw). But in the 125cc C main, Greg- 
son had sour luck and finished well 
back in the 15-rider final, which was 
won by Chad Egge on the Don's 
Equipment-sponsored Suzuki. Egge 
pulled away from early traffic to lap 
the majority of the field en route to 
the win, while Dan Gregory (Hon) 
and Kawasaki pilot Tom Kuschnik 
were second and third. The 250cc 
final had one of many Californians 
on hand, Don Herron (Yam), put his 
YZ into the lead and never look 



































- back for a wire-to-wire win ahead of 
Gregory (Yam) and Kevin McCarthy 
(Yam). 

Tony Graves had his ups and downs 
during the evening, but came away 
with two moto wins in his two-class 
quest. In the first 125cc B moto, it was 
Graves (Herbs Cycle Hon) winning 
ahead of a brutal battle between Cali- 
fornian Brad Johnson (Kaw) and 
Tim Wikes (Yam). The second time 
out Dana Anderson (Hon) looked to 
improve his dismal first-moto eighth 
and took the holeshot, while John- 
son rallied to second and Graves 
settled into third, where they would 
finish. Graves got the nod for the 
overall with a 1-3 to beat the 5-2 of 
Johnson and Dan Mathis (Yam), who 
went 4-4. In the 250cc B motos, Graves 
won the first moto with Johnson 
(Kaw) and Dave Fox (Kaw) in the top 
three. Moto two was topped by Pro- 
caliber KTM ridet Brian Hall. John- 
son again took a second over Graves, 
Fox and Clay Light (Suz), who round- 
ed out the top five in the moto. John- 
son won the overall via his 2-2 perfor- 
mances. 

A huge pack of Minis ran com- 
bined, but was marred by a horrible 
crash between Team Green's Jeff Daily 
and fellow Expert Paul Winn which 
put Daily out of action and Winn 
way out front on the O'Neal/Yamaha- 
supported YZ80. In Daily's demise, it 
was all too easy for Winn to card a 
perfect 1-1 tally ahead of the fine per- 
formance turned in by B winner 
Danny Ulven (Ulven Forging-Kaw), 
who took a 1-1 in his class over Jeff 
Searles (Hon) and Chuckie Standeford 
(Hon). In the C class, Bobby Eyman 
(Yam) took a 1-1 to the trophy pre- 
sentation, putting the stops on local 
Roby Leach (Kaw), who had a 3-2 to 
beat Roseburg Yamaha’s Travis Berry, 
who went 2-4 for third. 

By far the best races of the 20° eve- 
ning were the Professional classes 
that took the spectators minds off the 
miserable weather. The 250cc and 
Open Pro classes fell to Tyler (Yam), 
who took the evening’s top payoff. In 
the 250cc Pro class, national number 
35 Eric Hall (KTM) pushed Tyler to 
the checkers, but Tyler held on for 
the win. Moto two had Tyler again 
holeshot and lead to the finish with 
Canadian John Evoy (Hon) second 
and Hall a third. In the Open Pro 
ranks, Tyler led local Richard Earle 
(Hon) on lap one and set up a duel for 
two laps until Earle dropped back to 
finish fourth behind Tyler, Evoy and 
AXO rider John Foeckler (Hon). Moto 
two was all Tyler’s, pressured by 
Earle, who went on to finish in 
second over Evoy. 

Dyck ran fourth in the first 125cc 
Pro moto on the R&M Motocross/ 
Yamaha of Canada YZ, but quickly 
carved through traffic to nab early 
leader Oren Bray (O’Neal/Kaw) and 
Hall (Hon). Hall and Bray put ona 
sensational battle behind Dyck, who 
enjoyed a huge lead to the checkers to 
win moto one going away while Bray 
did a marvelous job of holding back 
Hall for a second. In moto two it was 
Dyck leading local Kenny Olsen 
(Kaw), John Woodley (Kaw) and Hall. 
Hall picked off both Olsen and Wood- 
ley and was soon joined by Bray for 
another duel for second that went 
Hall’s way. Bray took third and third 
overall ahead of Olsen, who went 4-4 
and Gray Beyer (Kaw), who went 5-5 
for fifth.

Parker perfect at 
Firebird MX

PHOENIX, AZ, DEC. | 

Round four of the Arizona State 
Championship Firebird MX 
saw Dennis Parker power his 
AXO/Oakley/ Yamaha World- 


sponsored YZ to decisive wins in both 
nine-lap Expert motos Sunday at 
Canyon Raceway. But it wasn’t easy 
— Parker mounted a charge in moto 
one that carried him from last to first 
in seven laps. 

Chappy Blose holeshot the first 
moto on his Young Cycle Supply- 
sponsored Suzuki, but Bryan Hayes 
(Hon) passed Blose on lap two as 
Parker, who got stuck behind the 
starting gate, began to pick off riders. 
On lap three the order was Hayes, 
Blose, Scott Davis and Rob Olson, 
with Parker already up to fifth. 

The next time around Parker passed 
Davis as Blose began to fade. Lap five 
saw Parker challenge Hayes for the 
lead, but Hayes held him off for two 
laps. The order on lap six was Hayes, 
Parker, Davis, and Blose, with Bobby 
White moving up after crashing on 
Insanity Ridge. Parker put Hayes 
away on lap seven and started to pull 
away from the pack. White was des- 
perate and got around Blose and 
Davis on lap eight, making the order 
Parker, Hayes, White and Davis. 
When the white flag came out, White 
stuffed his Honda into second place. 
Parker crossed the finish line first 
with White in second and Davis and 
Blose rounding out the top four. 

When the gate dropped on moto 
two, Hayes was first on his United 
Motorsports/Bel Ray/Factory Rider- 
sponsored Honda with Blose and 
White right behind. Parker saw day- 
light around White and took over 
third before the end of lap one. Park- 
er then went underneath Blose and 
Hayes on lap two and by lap four 
Parker, Blose and White were pulling 
away from the pack. Hayes lost the 
leaders when he ran off the track to 
dodge a spectator. 

White wanted first place and gassed 
it up on lap seven to pass Blose. As 
Parker looked over his shoulder to see 
White coming up he picked up the 
pace to hold him off. White tried a 
mid-air pass off Suicide Hill and 
nearly landed on Parker’s rear fender 
on lap eight. When the white flag 
came out, Parker and White had 
pulled away from Blose. White had 
to settle for second at the checkered 
flag, with Blose getting third and 
Hayes finishing fourth. 

The 125cc Amateur race saw Billy 


-Carlson's Young Cycle Supply Honda 


take an early lead and never look back. 
Carlson went on to win moto one 
with a huge lead over second place 
Curtis Culbert's Trans-Am Cycle- 
sponsored Suzuki. Wes Parker took 
third after trying several times to take 
second from Culbert. 

In moto two Chris Rogers jumped 
into an early lead ahead of Culbert 
and Parker. Rogers led for three laps, 
but Culbert stuffed his Roger's Gear/ 
AMC/Scott/Bell Road Kawasaki- 
sponsored KX in a tight right-hander.

Kadlec steals 
Turkey Race

The Laramie Dirt Riders have 
a reputation of putting on one 
of the toughest cross country 
races in the Rocky Mountain 
area and this year they did it again. 
When the event was over, it was Fritz 
Kadlec edging Mark Hines at the fin- 
ish line by a few feet. 

The course consisted of sagebrush 
plains, rocky canyon trails and 
incredibly long and steep uphill and 
downhill trails that resembled bobsled 
runs.

Not intimidated 
by the luminaries in attendance, 
Milonas led the first three miles of the 
first lap until he imbedded himself 1n 
a snowdrift, 

Hines, who was in hot pursuit, fell 
on top of Milonas and then Skeeter 
Jacobson (Kaw) fell on both of them. 
Hines was able to extract himself and 
continue. He had the lead until he hit 
another drift and was passed by Jamie 
Burgess on yet another KTM. 

Burgess succumbed to a flat tire 
shortly after the first check and Hines 


was alone in the lead. Kadlec, how- 
ever, caught Hines while he was 
pushing through a drift into the 
second check. Hines was able to keep 
the lead and stretched it to six min- 
utes over Kadlec by the start-finish 
checkpoint. The first nine-mile loop 
had taken the leaders about 40 min- 
utes to complete. 

During the second lap, Hines 
endoed off a rock ledge, but still 
stretched his lead to 10 minutes. Hines 
maintained his lead throughout the 
third lap, but during the fourth lap 
Kadlec gained slightly. An eighth of 
a mile from the finish line, Kadlec 
stole the lead and held on by two feet 
at the finish. 

Milonas and Bruckbauer had work- 
ed their way through the pack to fin- 
ish third and fourth, respectively. 
Only six of the 50 riders finished all 
four laps.
